GIS CONDITION GROWING MORE 
AND MORE HOPEFUL. 

WE TAKES MORE NOURISHMENT THAN ON 
ANY PREVIOUS DAY AND EXHIBITS SIGNS 
OF MARKED IMPROVEMENT—THE POSI- 
TION OF THE BULLET—THE WOUND AND 

THE SWOLLEN GLAND DOING WELL. 

Lone Brancu, Sept. 9.—The surgeons 
and attendants all declare to-night that this 
has been the best day the President has had 
since he was shot. It has been a gray and 
lowering day, and the air has been heavy with 
moisture, but the life-giving breeze, laden 
with the fragrant odor of the sea, which began 
blowing at noon yesterday, has contin- 
ued to pour gently but steadily through 
the sufferer’s windows, wafting him on- 
ward without a break to health and 
renewed usefulness, The President did not 
sleep much last night, not because he was rest- 
less or uncomfortable in any way, but because, 
having rested well during yesterday, he did 
not feel sleepy. He was in the best of spirits, 
and wanted to chat with his attendants 
nll the time he was awake. Under 
the instructions of the surgeons, how- 
ever, they discouraged his propensity in 
this direction as muth as possible, and the 
greater portion of the night he lay quietly 
gazing upon the yellow harvest moon and the 
misty sea, and listening to the thunders of tho 
breakers on the sand. At one time he turned 
with a smile and ejaculated: ‘This is 
pn improvement upon Washington.” He 
slept in all three hours, and awoke 
this morning very much refreshed. These are 
the facts about the night. All stories tele- 
grahed, or that may be telegraphed, from 
here, alleging that the President’s stomach 
was disturbing from overeating, or that he 
was restless in consequence, are without the 
blightest foundation. 

The morning bulletin was considered a very 
satisfactory one, even after the expectations 
that had been aroused by the wonderful im- 
provement of the previousday. For breakfast 
the President ate the better part of a broiled 
woodcock, swallowing the fibre, and an entire 
slice of toasted bread except the crust, and 
some milk gruel. This isthe heartiest meal 
he has partaken of since the shooting. For 
dinner he had another woodcock, and some 
more of what Dr. Bliss jokingly referred to 
to-night as the entrées, and for supper 
some beef tea and porridge. The latter 
wore also administered to him at intervals 
during the day. Twice he asked for them him- 
self. After breakfast, at his request, his bed 
was wheeled nearer to the east window, and 
his side was propped with air pillows so that 
he had a better view of the sea and the pass- 
ing vessels. He expressed his gratification, 
but at the same time his regret that 
he was still detained from gazing upon 
the bathers, whose antics were hidden 
from him by the balcony outside and the bluff 
beneath. Dr. Bliss informed him that a pat- 
ent movable chair had been sent for, in which 
it was hoped to place him within afew days 
and roll him out upon the balcony. This in- 
formation seemed to please him greatly. It 
was, perhaps, as well that he had not ad- 
vanced far enough for that indulgence to-day. 

About noon a gentleman named Bowler, 
from Clifton, Ohio, was carried off his feet in 
front of the Elberon Hotel by the strong 
breakers, and would have been drowned had 
not assistance been sent tohim. The excite- 
ment over this incident was very great 
for a few moments, and it would undoubtedly 
have had a bad effect upon the President 
in his present weak condition had he been 
aware of it. Seeing him in such good spirits, 
Col. Rockwell ventured a remark upon the 
gratification manifested by the people upon 
his improved condition. The President an- 
swered with a smile that he thought the people 
were very easily satisfied. Subsequently, he 
spoke of the isolation in which he had 
“been kept since the day of the  shoot- 
ing, and said that he thought he 
was well enough to be allowed to 
see the members of tke Cabinent at least, 
whenever they wished to call upon him. Dr. 
Bliss told him that he could see no objection 
and promised so to inform the gentlemen in 
question. He at once went out, and having 
found Attorney-General MacVeagh, who is 
sojourning at one of the Elberon cottages, made 
known the President’s desire, at the same time 
cautioning him to be careful, and above all 


not to talk on business. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral went directly to the President’s room, 
and was cordially welcomed. The President 
wanted to start a conversation on the forbid- 
den topic, but Mr. MacVeagh cut him short by 
saying, ‘‘ Mr. President, there is noth- 
Ing whatever in any of the departments 
that calls or has called for an executive 
action on your part.” He was in the room 
only a minute or two. When he came out he 
wore asmiling face and was very enthusiastic, 
but declined to give his impressions in detail. 
The other members of the Cabinet did not 
rall. After consultation it was thought best 
not to disturb him too much, but divide 
up the visits so as to spread them 
over several days. Secretary Windom 
and Postmaster-General James, who. are 
anxious to go to the White Mountains, will 
yr see him to-morrow. In speaking to 

r. Bliss on the, subject, Secretary Windom 
said he only wauted to say to the President 
that there is nothing in the Treasury Depart- 
moons that he would present to him if he were 
well. 

A fire of osk logs was started in the Presi- 
dent’s room this morning, more, the Doctors 
say, for its cheerful appearance than te dispel 
any chilliness or dampness in the atmosphere. 
During the morning dressing a new indura- 
tion over the right iliacregion was discovered, 
and Dr. Hamilton pressed it and felt a hard 
substance which he thinks is the ball. The 
President remarked that the pressure pained 
him. Thesupposed position of the ball is the 
same as ascertained on July 2%. If the 
conjecture is correct, the ball lies under 
the psoas muscle, near the margin of the basin 
of the pelvis, almost upon the linea pectinea, or 
rcomb-like line, and directly under the right 
external iliac artery, but removed from it y 
the thickness of the psoas muscle. It is be- 
lieved thatit is mow where the lower edge of 
the former induration was, but the 
question of whether it has moved or 
not in any degree is not yet decided. 
The presumption is that itis encysted, and 
has consequently “t,changed its position. 
There is not the slightest Janger that its jagged 
edges will cut through the artery, as has been 
published. 

All the reports from the sick-room were of 
the most encouraging character all day; but 
outside during the. afternoon a rumor was 
started that a meeting of the Cabinet had been 
held, at which the President’s condition was 
discussed in more gloomy terms than the offi- 
cial bulletins would warrant, and that Secre- 
tary Blaine had announced his intention of 
resigning and refusing to accept a position 
under the new Administration. This yarn 
amused the gentlemen concerned very much 
when it was retailed tothem. It is hardly ne- 
cessary to add that it had no basis whatever. 

Dr. Agnew arrived from Philadelphia in time 
to take part in the evening examination. On 
entering the Presiaent’s room he exclaimed: 
**Why, you have improved very much since I 
saw you last.” This was two days ago. ‘Do 
you think so?’ was the patient’s smiling re- 
sponse as he extended his hand in greeting. 
The evening bulletin was the best that has 
been issued since the shocting. It meant that 
on DO has the sufferer had such an 
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even day. Dr. Hamilton left for New-York 
this evening. His parting opinion was that 
the President’s chances of recovery are now 
better than at any time since he first saw him. 


A TALK WITH DR. BLISS. 

THE SURGEONS SATISFIED WITH THEIR 
PATIENT'S PROGRESS—HIS RECOVERY 
CONFIDENTLY PREDICTED. 

Lone Branca, Sept. 9.—When Dr. Bliss 
had lighted his postprandial cigar to-night, he 
seated himself upon the porch of the Elberon 
Hotel and told THz TimeEs’s correspondent to 
begin. The following conversation togk place: 

“Doctor, do you still think the President 
convalescent ?”’ 

‘*T still think he has every condition of con- 
valescence,”’ 

‘How is the gland this evening ?” 

‘It is getting well fast. That side is almost 
as flatas the other. The suppurating cavity is 
very small.”’ 


‘Is the wound improving ?” 


‘It is showing improvement. The secretion 
seems adequate,”’ 


‘‘ Have you used the catheter to-day ?”’ 

‘‘Tused it this morning, and the result was 
encouraging. We let the wound go from yes- 
terday morning until this morning without 
washing out, and we found very little accu- 
mulation of pus, but what there was was 
healthy, creamy pus. There was nothing 
watery about it. The catheter went in 
only 10 inches to-day. I think I touched the 
bottom, but as 1 had to be very careful in 


order not to irritate the walls, I am not cer- 
tain about that. I have one to use at the 
next dressing, however, that will get to 
the bottom. It is of reduced size, 
about a quarter of an inch in diameter.” 
PO aaa you tell whether granulation had set 

? 

‘IT know granulation has set in. Now any 
rough handling will make the walls bleed and 
it wouldn’t a week ago.” 

* Are you satisfied that you have rediscov- 
ered the ball ?”’ 

**We think so. The new induration is 
smaller than the old, and itis more defined. 
Still, the ball is giving us no anxiety, nor do 
we think it will at any time.” 

‘* What is there in the story about the lungs 
being affected ?” 

‘*There is nothing of a serious character the 
matter with the President’s lungs. If there 
were it would be expressed by very pro- 
nounced symptoms. When the trouble with 
the parotid gland first showed itself the 
President began coughing. We at once 
made a careful examination of his lungs, 
and were unable to detect any dullness 
or derangement of the respiration. We have 
since continued to make careful examinations 
every day with the same result. The liver ex- 
tends up a certain distance under the ribs, 
and there is a duliness observable over it 
in healthy persons. We found such a dullness, 
and we ascribed it to the liver, and Dr. Agnew 
confirmed our conclusion. That dullness has 
never been extended. The matter is of no 
consequence or it would have given unmis- 
takable evidence of trouble before this.”’ 

‘*Then you do not believe that the lungs are 
affected by blood-poisoning ?”’ 

**T know they are not so affected in the 
slightest degree, or there would bea rise in 
temperature, pulsation, and respiration at 
once, and the present equable condition of 
things could not exist.”’ 

‘* How does the President manifest improve- 
ment ?” 

‘*He is more disposed to exert himself; he is 
bright and observing. At midday he said 
to me: ‘Dector, that is the easiest dressing 
you ever gave me’—and that was so, 
because the condition of the parotid swelling 
does not require so much attention. When 
taking his temperature this evening, I used for 
the first time a very fine Gasella thermometer 
sent me from Yale College. Itis about twice 
as long as the one I had been in the habit of 
using. He looked at it a moment and asked: 
‘Doctor, have you broken your old one?’ Some 
of the family thought he was gaining tissue, 
but I cannot say that I have perceived it. 
Dr. Agnew called my attention to what he be- 
lieved to be an increased fullness over the hips, 
and [ thought I observed something of the 
kind. Tl tell you where I dosee improve- 
ment—in the lines of expression of his face, 
which are more firm. He bas more ex- 
pression,”’ 

‘“*Has Dr. Agnew said anything on the sub- 
ject besides what you have mentioned ?”’ 

“Yes; he said, after the dressing, that he 
observed an improvement generally; that he 
felt the President was better.” 

‘*Does the President himself express any 
opinion as to his condition ?” 

‘Oh, yes; he says he feels better.’’ 

‘What does Mrs. Garfield think about it?’ 

‘* Her confidence is growing hourly. What 
mysolf and Dr. Hamilton have said to her has 
naturally encouraged her very much.”’ 

** Will the members of the Cabinet begin to 
visit the President freely after this ?’ 

“Yes. The President this morning asked to 
see them. I said to him, now that he was con- 
valescent, 1 could not see what injury it coula 
do him. I talked to him that way with a view 
of stimulating him. They are all gentlemen 
of discretion and will not do anything to 
fatigue or excite him. Attorney-General 
MacVeagh saw him this morning, but did not 
remain more than two minutes.” 

‘“What about the reported nausea 
night ?”’ 

** That is all bosh. The President took two 
ounces of beef extract before the evening 
dressing. Immediately after the dressing Dr. 
Hamilton suggested that he be given some, 
probably inignorance of the fact that he 
had already had it. He, therefore, swal- 
lowed two or three ounces more. A sense 
of fullness may have followed—I have one 
now—but I couldn’t ascertain that he experi- 
enced any discomfort. We had previously 
agreed to give his stomach a night’s rest. He 
did not take anything but water after that 
during the night.”’ 

** Have you resumed the enemata?’”’ 

** He has had no stimulants or anodynes for 
36 hours.”’ 

‘* Well, then, Doctor, you think the chances 
pretty good ?’ 

‘*Oh, what’s the use of talking of chances. 
In the first place. I think he will reeover— 
that’s what I think of the chances.”’ 

Dr. Bliss said at 11 o’clock that the President 
was enjoying the best evening he has hadina 
long time.

The enamata 
and stimulants have been suspended during the 
past 36 hours. On the whole, the past 24 hours 
give evidence of favorable progress,

It is believed, without referring to the records, 
that this is the first day since the development 
of the traumatic fever that the temperature, 
pulse, and respiration have been so nearly 
normal and uniform throughout the entire 
day.

His nights are not so restful as 
could be desired, bnt in the 24 hours he gets 
sufficient sleep. The weather, theugh not ex-

EIGHT TRAIN-ROBBERS CAUGHT. 


FIVE MORE OF THE MISCREANTS IN CUSTODY 
—SCOURING THE SURROUNDING COUNTRY. 
INDEPENDENCE, Mo., Sept. 9.—This 

morning, about 5 o’clock, another posse 

of men, under Deputy Marshall Langhorn, 
came into town with Jonn Land and 

Andy Ryan, two more of the train-rob- 

bers, in charge. Ryan has a_ brother 

in jail now and under indictment of highway 
robbery and for robbing a train at Glen Dale, 
two miles east of the scene of the last robbery, 
in October, 1879. This same Ryan is the man 
who was arrested a few months ago at Nash- 


ville, Tenn., under suspicion of participation 
in the Muscle Shvals robbery. Leter 
in the day Jim Wilkerson and_ Wil- 
liam Murray were arrested in Kansas 
City, although it is doubtful if Murray 
can be held during the day. Gov. Crittenden 
has been in the county and indicates his inten- 
tion to have the outlaws hunted down and 
captured at whatever cost. Squads of men 
from various points in this county, under the 
direction of Marshal Murphy, have been scour- 
ing the country, while other posses under the 
Sheriffs of all the surrounding country have 
been guarding the crossings at ferries 
wherever they might attempt to escape, and 
otherwise co-operating with the local forces. 

Deputy Marshals Kesslear and Lee have just 
come in with still another robber, who gives 
his name as Charley Fisk. This makes eight 
now in jail. Another squad of men have just 
started out under Marshal Murphy. The trail 
is a hot one, and by running he is satisfied the 
crowd in the jail will be increased. It is 
thought that to-night’s work will completely 
break up this desperate gang. If it does not, 
vigilance will not be relaxed, for the entire 
population of Western Missouri is determined 
forever to put a stop to these periodical train- 
robberies that have cast such a shadow of dis- 
grace and shame upon this region.

RAILWAY WORK AND PLANS. 


THE PROGRESS OF THE PASSENGER RATE 
FIGHT—GOWEN A CANDIDATE FOR RE- 
ELECTION. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—The Grand Trunk was 
unable to-day to fulfill its promise of a five-dollar 
rate to Buffaloon account of heavy travel. The 
Pennsylvania Railroad, as well as the Vanderbilt 
road, has shut off the Erie, which now has no 
Western connection. 

At the annual meeting of the stockholders of 
the Pullman Palace Car Company, which was held 
here yesterday, an extra dividend of 11% 
per cent. on capital stock was delared, payable 
Sept. 20, out of the profits of the Detroit manufac- 
tory. An increase of Capital stock of $2,000,000 was 
authorized. This amount will be offered to 


the present” shareholders, half to be paid 
for Oct. 15, half Nov. 16, price par, to be 
allotted pro rata, and the proceeds to be used in 
additional improvements and the erection of more 
dwellings at Pullman. As showing the immense 
growth of the town, it was stated that the new 
shops there have a capacity for prod«ction this 
year of 7,500 freight cars and over 3800 passenger 
cars, besides repairs to sleepers. A statement was 
presented, showing a surplus of $981,000 on tho 
business of the year, and the exbibit was other- 
wise gratifying. 


GREENWICH, Conn., Sept. 9.—It is expected, 
and Gen. Wilson, of the New-York and New-Eng- 
land Railroad, is confident, that the last rail to 
connect Boston with the Hudson River at Fishkill 
will be laid this week. ‘This is what was well 
known as the Hartford, Providence and Fishkill 
Railroad, but now the New-York and New-England 
Railroad. Tho réad has been running to Water- 
bury, Conn.. for many years, and it was intended 
to complete it to Fishkill, but it was never done 
until now. 


Lonpon, Sept. 9.—Franklin B. Gowen has 
jssued acircular to the shareholders of the Phila- 
delphia and Reading Railway, offering himself for 
re-election as President of the company, at the an- 
nual meeting on Jan, 9 next, and giving directions 
= > gga to registration, so that the votes shall be 
valid. 


WInnIPezG, Sept. 9.—The Council of Winni- 
peg has ratified by law the grant of $200,000 to the 
Canada Pacific Railway syndicate, and the neces- 
sary instrument is being executed between the 
company and the city to carry out the pledges re- 
garding the workshops, station, and round-house, 
which are now being commenced. 


The new departure of the trunk lines in cutting 
passenger rates east from Chicago to New-York 
and Bostcz2 continues to hold first place in discus- 


sions within railroad circles. All manner of sur- 
mises ard prophecies as to the purposesof Mr. 
Vanderbilt and his competitors are made, but no 
ofticers could be found yesterday who knew any- 
thing of the recent movement, or knowing, were 
willing totalk. The tickets sold at reduced rate 
from Chicago are for the most parton the * draw- 
back” or “rebate” system, by which a certain 
amount is refunded at the eastern terminus. So 
far no such tickets have reached New-York. The 
fare west from this City continues at the long-pre- 
vailing cut rate of $7 to Chicago and Cincinnati, 
and the agents anticipate no further reduction.

DEVASTATED BY FLAMES

TERRIBLE DESTRUCTION BY THB 
MICHiGAN FIRES. 

HURON AND SANILAC COUNTIES THE SCENE 
OF THE CHIEF SUFFERING-—SOME HAR- 
ROWING INCIDENTS OF THE STRUGGLES 
TO ESCAPE THE FLAMES—LIGHTER LOSss- 
ES FURTBER FROM THE LAKE, 

Detroit, Mich., Sept. 9.—Details con- 
tinue tocome in relativeto the destruction by 
forest fires. Huron and Sanilac Counties have 
been the principal theatre of the greatest de- 
struetion and suffering. An eye-witness states 
that darkness and a copper-colored sky pre- 
ceded the approach of the fire. Later the sky 
changed to a deep red, and Monday afternoon 
it became so dark that lanterns were necessary 
for people to find their way. This condition 
of affairs continued until about 8 o’elock 

Wednesday morning, when the wind shifted 

from west to north, eooling the air 

and bringing a slight relief. In the 
woods were many scorched and charred 
bodies, which presented a revolting ap- 
pearance. The high winds that prevailed 


cut off nearly every avenue of escape, and 
large burning masses would be lifted up bodily 
and borne along for a great distance. In many 
instances these burning masses started fires in 
fresh places. The skill and courage of man 
seemed impotent to combat with such flames, 
and the fleeing people were caught in the fire- 
traps and roasted. One farmer who was plow- 
ing with his oxen a few miles from Sand 
Beach perceived the approaching darkness 
and started for the house, On _ reaching 
home he found that his wife had gone 
to a neighbor’s house. He then took 
two of his children, his eldest daugh- 
ter taking three others. Before going 
many rods they found themselves cut off by 
the flames. The farmer then turned in an- 
other direction and escaped with the two chil- 
dren. His daughter and the other three chil- 
dren were found next day, all in a heap, 
charred beyond recognition. Up to Wednes- 
day night 45 bodies had been found within a 
mile. 

In Paris Township mary are missing, most 
of them Poles. The whole settlement—build- 
ings, fences, crops—wes swept clean. In Deia- 
ware Township, all the county south of For- 
estville from the lake, seven miles back, there 
is hardly anything left—not one house to the 
square mile. The residents were new settlers 
and had small clearings, and the fire swept 
them like a hurricane. They lose all they bad 
and owe for their places. Many of them fled 
to the lake. The shore line has been crowded 
with human beings, cattle, and everything 
that could get to the water. Eye-witnesses 
from Forestville say that the utmost confu- 
sion prevailed. Many could not see. One 
man, who had lost his all, was both blind and 
crazy, and had to be led to the lake. North of 
Sanilac the fire on Monday night was terrible, 
sweeping almost everything; but it seemed to 
leave the houses. The people here did not 
know any fire was near them until it was on 
them, and had to run for the lake, and it being 
only a short distance away all reached it safe- 
ly. John Kerr and famiiy were asleep 
when their building caught fire, and 
a neighbor seeing it ran and woke 
them, and they succeeded in saving 
the house, but lost everything else. Mrs. N. 
Burgess got separated from her husband, and 
lay all night in a ditch. Another person lay 
down in a mud-puddle and rolled over and 
over all night. A large body of men have 
gone to bury the dead beasts in the Forester 
Township. Dr. Hoyt, who returned for more 
medicine, reports several badly burned. Many 
are so blind: they had to be led, and many are 
without tood. A number of parties have al- 
ready gone with food, clothing, shoes, and 
medicine. More help must come quickly, as 
much suffering will ensue. They have no fiour 
or provisions. George Ferguson, of White 
Rock, who has been on the road since Monday, 
reports that he has seen 116 burned bodies; at 
one place he saw four wagons bearing eight 
coffins, with one man walking behindall alone. 
It was his famiiy. Another man was follow- 
ing three coffins. Every farmer lost some 
crops and fences. On Wednesday night the 
burning district between Deckersville and Sand 
Beach was visited by a rain-storm, which put 
out a large portion of the fires and cleared the 
atmosphere. The latest reports are that the 
fires appear to be abating. 

A dispatch from Port Austin, at the top of 
the burned peninsula, sums up the general de- 
struction as follows: The loss of lives by the 
forest tires on Monday and Tuesday is esti- 
mated at from 200 to 300. The following vil- 
lages were burned: Bad Axe, Verona, Forest 
Bay, Richmondville, Charleston, Anderson, 
Deckersville, Harrisonville, and Sandusky. 
The following were partly burned: Port Hope, 
Minden, and Ubly. The great loss in villages 
is nothing to thatin the country, where the 
losses are toonumerous to be named. Reports 
from Saginaw, Tuscola, and Lapeer Counties, 
one tier back from the lake, while showing 
much destruction of property, do not ap- 
proach the losses in the shore  coun- 
ties. The losses by fire were much less 
sweeping and general, and the loss of 
life was small. But in each of these more 
favored counties hundreds of thousands of 
dollars’ worth of property have been destroyed. 
The latest reports from all these counties en- 
courage the belief that rain has visited many 
places, and that the deluge of flame is largely 
subsiding. The work of immediate relief must 
now be systematically entered upon. Lumber 
to build houses, provisions of all kinds, cloth- 
ing, and seed for future crops, must be fur- 
nished in large quantities to prevent still greater 
destitution. 

A point has now been reached where it may 
be reasonably ape that no fresh disasters to 
the afflicted people of the burned district will 
be heard of. Rains have fallen in probably 
sufficient pagers A to quench the fires, but not 
enough to soak the ground and revive 
the drooping vegetation. The lowest 
estimates indicate that 215 families have been 
burned out in the towns of Marlette, Flynn, Ar- 
gyle, Evergreen, Moore, Lamotte, and E}mer, 
in Sanilac County, and 32 pergons are known 
to be dead. Men who traveled through the 
burned district, yesterday, report that the 
fires are mostly out, andthe inhabitants sitting 
about the ashes of their burned houses, many 
burned and otherwise injured. They are dis- 
consolate and almost bereft of their senses. 

rvovisions, clothing, bedding, and other ne- 
cessaries are being constantly forwarded, 
and men are traveling through the burned re- 
gions distributing supplies and taking the 
names of those who are in need. Many per- 
sons are still missing in the burned dis- 
trict, and the exact loss cannot be 
known for several days. Sixty-five burials 
are already reported in six towns, and it is said 
that 27 dead have been found in the country 
between Bad Axe and Port Hope. Trains are 
now running regularly to Sand Beach and 
Marlette. The older settled towns have suf- 
fered no losses to speak of, but the loss falls on 
the poorer class of people, who are just start- 
ing in the lower townships. A great deal of 
suffering is also reported from the back part of 
Tuscola County, adjoining Sanilac, where, as 
near as can be ascertained, many families 
have been completely burned out, and it is 
feared that there has been some loss of life, 
but to what extent is not known. The worst 
of the destruction is probably at an end. 

The benevolent everywhere can safely send 
money to Mr. E. C. Carleton, Mayor of Port 
Huron, or to Senator O. D. Conger, in the 
same place, with the assurance that the means 
will be. judiciously used. Prompt action is 
urgently demanded. 

INCINNATI, Sept. 9.—The Chamber of Com- 
merce has ordered the appointment of a com- 
mittee to solicit aid for the sufferers from the 
forest fires in Michigan. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 9.—The Board of 
Trade to-day instructed its Secretary to cor- 
respond with the proper persons to ascertain 
if the Michigan sufferers by fire need money, 
and, if so, to appropriate a generous sum from 
the board treasury.

Ashes from this extensive fire fall in 
the streets, and the whole town is thickly en- 
veloped in smoke. The destruction of property 
is very large.

ACCIDENTS ON THE RAILROAD.

NINE OR MORE PEOPLE KILLED IN KEN- 
TUCKY—RUN OVER BY TRAINS, 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 9.—Dispatches were 
received last night from Anchorage, Jefferson 
County, calling for a wrecking train for relief, and 
for Dr. Liber, surgeon of the road—the Louisville 
and Cincinnati Short Line—to attend those injured 
by a wreck at the bridge over Floyd’s Fork, on the 
Shelbyville branch of the short line, about four or 
five miles beyond Anchorage. No details were giv- 
en, but there were rumors that a whole train was a 
wreck over an embankment, and that there were 
many killed. The wires after much diffieulty were 
opened, and the following dispatch was received at 
the offices here from the scene of accident: “An 


entire train of two coaches, a baggage car, 
and engine, which left Louisville at 5 o’clock, is 
here in the creek. It struck a cow, five feet from 
the west end of the bridge, which threw the engine 
off the track. It ran into the side of the bridge, 
knocking it down, and then fell about 30 feet from 
the track, to the bed of the creek. The trainisa 
total wreck. The following is a list of the killed: 
A stranger from California; Mr. Perry, a book- 
keeper at Applegate’s, in Second-street, Louis- 
ville; Col. Fielding Neel, of Pottsville; Capt. 
William Maddox. Marshal of Shelbyville; 
Mr. Jones and Walter Scarce, of Shelbyville; 
Thomas Buchanan, of Louisville. There are sup- 
posed to be twoor three others dead under the 
wreck. Among the seriously injured is Alexander 
H. Alford, lawyer, of No. 113 Fifth-street, Louis- 
ville. The fireman on the engine, named Gibson, 
and others are more or less hurt. Few escaped 
without any injury. Conductor Petery, Engineer 
Honnaker, and Baggage-master Humberton are 
hurt, but not seriously.” 

The following are additional names of those 
killed: James F. Harding, of Simpsonville, and 
Capt. Perry Wentworth, of California. Those in- 
jured slightly are Mrs. Juliet Donnelly, of Charles- 
town, West Va.; Miss Mary Vance, James 
Whitehouse, J. A. Adams, and G. Hammond, 
of Shelbyville; Mrs. Bersot, Charles Jones, and F. 
Current, of Simpsonville; Father Jansen and —— 
Porter, of Taylorsville, and William Minor, of 
Breckinridge County, Ky. The seriously injured 
are H. Alford and Thomas Buchanan, of 
Louisville; William A. Smith, of Taylor’s 
Station, and Miss Anna Jones and Mrs. 
Money, of Shelbyville. J. C. Breckham 
and his wife and daughter were injured, but not 
seriously. The employes are only slightly injured, 
except the fireman, Gibson, who is now in this city. 
The engineer, who escaped with slight injuries, 
states that he was running at the rate of from 1§ to 
20 miles per hour. When about 90 feet from the 
bridge he checked up for a cow crossing over 
from the left side, Afterit had crossed another 
came up from the same side, which he struck 
about 26 feet from the bridge, crushing 
off her leg. which, apparently, threw 
the engine off the track. This cow was carried 
with the train into the creek. The head-light 
was burning. Richard Isaacs, who is the 
owner of the cattle, was an_ eye-wit- 
ness of the whole occurrence. The 
injured persons are being taken care of in the 
neighboring houses by local doctors, and are re- 
ceiving all possible attention. Those residing in 
Louisville were brought here by the 4 o’clock train 
this morning.

A BANK PRESIDENT IN TROUBLE. 


—cpeabadaanierme 
A RESIGNATION IN BUFFALO AND A SUIT 
FOR A LARGE DEFICIENCY. 

BUFFALO, Sept. 9.~A few days ago Abram 
Altman resigned the Presidency of the Third 
National Bank, and Charles A. Sweet was elect- 
ed to fill the vacancy. At a late hour 
last night {it was currently reported that Mr. 
Altman had committed suicide, but upon investi- 
gation it was found that, during the afternoon, he 
had been taken into custody by a Deputy Sheriff, 
on an order of arrest issued by Judge Sheldon, in 
a civil suit brought against him by the bank. 
At his request he was taken to the office 
of his attorney, Mr. M. A. Whitney, and 
became violently ill The actual facts 
in the case it is very diffleult to secure, as an effort 
has been made to hush up the whole matter. 


Mr. Whitney says: ‘He was up here with me 
when [ was examining the papers, and he 
acted as though under the pressure of 
the intensest excitement, crying hysterically, 
throwing out his arms, pressing his stomach at 
times, and finally passing into such a stage that I 
telephoned for Dr. Rochester. This is all I can 
say about the case, though I have my 
own ideas as to what was the cause 
of the sickness. This is a terrible 
blow for Mr. Altman, who has been so well re- 
spected here for 25 years. A few years ago be lost 
his son in the first bloom of manhood, and I no- 
ticed that ever since then, while he has 
been active in business and in banking, 
there has been a something wanting. When a 
man’s mind is unbalanced, his financial affairs are 
bound to suffer. Altman speculated. as most men 
do nowadays, but his trouble is not all speculation. 
It is the outcome of malice largely, and those who 
have forced the squeeze will be likely to suffer 
more than they bargained for before long.” 

It is admitted at the bank that there was a large 
deficiency against Altman, and that was the rea- 
son of his removal from the Presidency. The 
bank had taken steps to secure itself, 
and bad taken a conveyance of a large 
amount of realestate. Altman had been speculat- 
ing largely in wheat and stocks, but had not been 
caught in the Hannibal and St, Jocorner. His 
troubles began long before that had been heard of. 
The present suit is to recover $45,000 of the 
deficit named. At one time Altman was worth 
over $500.000, and his house cost $150,000. His 
property is mainly in his wife’s name, and it is 
understood she will see him through. She mort- 
gaged this property for $50,000 to secure Jacob Alt- 
man as pondsman. The bank is claimed to be 
stronger now than ever, and will lose nothing. The 
rumor asto attempted suicide was not credited, 
but there was a desire that nothing should be said 
about it in the press.

THH STATE OF PENNSYLVANIA’S CASE 


AGAINST THE STANDARD OIL COMPANY. 


HARRISBURG, Sept. 9.—Just before going 
out of office, Auditor-General Schell entered a 
claim for taxes against the Standurd Oil Company 
of Ohio, amounting to $3,150,000, covering the pe- 
riod from 1870 to 1880. He claimed that the com- 
pany had refused to make reports, and therefore 
the claim for taxes was estimated. The items 
were in round numbers. For instance, for 1880 the 
account reads: ‘*Estimated taxes, $500,000." On 
what basis this estimate was made has not 
been made public. The company, through 


its attorney, M. FE. Olmstead, of this city, 
made answer that, being a corporation of Ohio, 
it had never contemplated anv liability for taxes 
in Pennsylvania, although it did not deny that oil 
distilled in its refineries is drawn from the latter 
State: thatit had never refused to make reports, 
but had been allowed insufficient time by the Au- 
ditor-General to make statistics covering a series 
of years; that it was ready and willing to makea 
full and complete report of stock and dividends as 
if a corporation of this State, provided the Board 
of Accounts, consisting of the Attorney-General, 
State Treasurer, and Auditor-General, would ac- 
cept them and revise the account for taxes accord- 
ingly. If this were done the company would ap- 
peal, give security, and meet the legal issue in the 
proper court.

ARRANGING TERMS OF PEACE WITH CHILI— 
PIEROLA’S RESIGNATION OF THE DICTA- 
TORSHIP. 

Panama, Aug. 31.—Advices from Lima are 
to Aug. 19. The Congress at Chorillos has heid only 
informal and unimportant meetings lately. It 
seems to haye settled upon the terms of peace to 
which it will accede, and under them President 
Garcia Calderon is acting, There has been a meet- 
ing between a representative of the Provisional 
Government and Sefor Godoy, at which terms of 
peace were certainly discussed. This is supposed 
to have led to Sefior Godoy’s departure last Monday 
for Santiago, Sefor Godoy being the diplomatic 
representative of Chili here. It is known that the 
Peruvian Congress is adverse to the cession of ter- 
ritory; but Chiliis in possession of the most vala- 
able part of the south, where Chilians outnumber 
Peruvians three to one, so that were a vote taken 
achange of ownership in the territory would re- 
sult. In Lima and Callao, as throughout the north, 
there is a feeling of alarm at the withdrawal of 
the Chilian troops asa result of peace. The Mon- 
taneros would then have full swing, ana they 
would leave the poorer trans-Andean towns and 
unite for the sack of Lima. 

Meanwhile the National Assembly convoked by 
Pierola, has met at Ayacucho, and been formaliy 
opened by the ex-Dictator in a speech which 
showed no abatement of dictatorial pretensions. 
He begins by declaring Peru to be overwhelmed by 
misfortune. with its capita! in the hands of the 
enemy, into whose power it feli after tke 
battles of Chorilios and Miraflores. After 
making a long statement as to _ finances, 
Pierola expresses regret that the disturbed 
condition of the Republic prevented his carrying 
out necessary reforms in the public departments; 
claims that as Dictator he has acted honorabiy and 
patriotically, and for the benefit of the country; 
that he has worked for its present good and its fu- 
ture regeneration, and that in this conviction, al- 
though he has been successful, he resigns the posi- 
tion of Dictator conferred upon him by the people, 
and will retire into private life, leaving ‘* Peru con- 
quered on the battle-field, but worthy of itself, sus- 
taining with energy its honor and its rights, and 
covered with wounds, but neither humiliated nor 


conquered.”

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Sevt. 9.—Col. Rich- 
ard S. Jeffries, a prominent lawyer of Atlanta, 
committed suicide at the Alabama White Sulphur 
Springs this morning at daylight by cutting his 
throat with a razor, severing both of the large veins 


and an artery of the neck. He leaves a wife and 
child in Atlanta. No reason has been assigned for 
the act.,

AN ACTIVE CANVASS DELAYED BY THE

CoLtuMBts, Ohio, Sept. 9.—The critical 
condition of the President, with the intensely 
hot weather that has prevailed during the past 
two months, has hada tendency to hold back 
active campaign work, and, aside from th¢ 
demonstrations noted at the various county 
conventions, no work beyond that of organiza 
tion has been indulged in by either of the twa 
leading parties.

While the Republican organization is re 
garded as nearly perfect, it must be admitted 
that there is one element of the party that has 


thus far shown little interest in the election te 
be held next month. The reasons are obvious 
when it is known that those referred to are foz 
the most part Federal office-holders—men wha 
under ordinary circumstances would be the 
first in the field and the most active in 
their labors to bring about the success of 
the Republican ticket. It is known that 
there are nearly 3,000 Federal office-nolders in 
Ohio, the majority of whose terms will soon 
expire. Gov. Foster, being recognized not 
only as a personal friend of the President, but 
as having great influence with him, will in the 
event of his recovery have much to say regard- 
ing Federal appointments in the State; but it 
is argued that the death of the President and 
the ascendency of Mr. Arthur to the office of 
the chief magistracy would at once lessen the 
power or influence of Gov. Foster in the ap- 
pointment of Federal officers—in fact that that 
wing of the Republican Party which, under 
the name of Stalwart, supported Mr. Conk- 
ling in his warfare against the confirmation 
of Judge Robertson, would at once be recog- 
nized by the new Administration, while the 
great mass of the partyjwould be regarded as 
hostile to the new order of things. 

tis therefore readily seen why the large 
number of Federal officers in Ohio to-day are 
so lukewarm; they do not desire to take an 
active part in favor of Gov. Foster while there 
exist such serious doubts of tne President’s 
recovery, for to do so they would be marked 
by the leaders of that small faction which pre- 
vious to the Republican State Convention en- 
deavored inevery wav to create a sentiment 
against Gov. Foster with a view of defeating 
his renomination. And in connection with 
this it might ‘be said that Mr. Til- 
den’s agents, who are at the present 
time secretly at work in the State, 
do not hesitate to use this argument, confi- 
dentially, of course, with those whom it ia 
most desirable to keep from taking an active 
part in the campaign. Many shrewd observ- 
ers, men long in political liteand possessed of 
good judgment, fear thatin the event of the 
Tresidents death the contest would not 
only be close, but the result doubt- 
ful. It is apparent that they base 
their cpinions to a certain degree upon the 
very little interest thus far shown by those 
now holding Federal positions.. Up to the 
present time it is clearly apparent that Gov. 
Foster has been carrying the entire campaign 
upon his own shoulders, and it is not too much 
to say that a less energetic and active worker 
would allow the Ohio Governorship to go to 
the Democracy, as well as the Legislature, but 
he will not do it. Despite the tender to the 
Democratic Party, the Prohibitionists, the 
corrupt influences of Mr. Bookwalter’s barrel, 
and the work of Mr. Tilden’s secret agents 
pow working the State, the Republicans have 
little to fear from the combined efforts of 
the three parties now arrayed against them. 

There is no room to doubt that Mr. Tilden 
has entered Ohio witha view of aiding Mr. 
Bookwalter’s election and thereby gaining in 
advance the support of the Obio delegation at 
the National Democratic Convention in 1884. 
Whether the statesman of Cipher-alley would 
have come to Ohio bad Senator Thurman beer 
at home is a question of some little speculation ; 
it is likely, however, that he would, as the 
Ohio statesman had previously announced hig 
permanent witbdrawal from the political 
field. While Democratie head-quarters in this 
city have to all appearances the entire 
management of the campaign, it ia 
2n open secret that the duties of 
the Chairman are merely clerical. Said a 

rominent Democrat a few days ago: .** Sam 
Tilden is too shrewd a poiitician to trust bis 
interests in the hanas of that committee. He 
tried it once, and has no faith whatever 
in Jobn G. ‘Thompson or any of the 
other members. He has his own confi- 
dential men at work, which is being 
done quietly and efectually; he has more 
at stake in the present campaign in this State 
than has the Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor, Mr. Bookwalter. If we carnot carry 
Ohio this year we cannot hope to at any other 
time before the next Presidential election.”” In 
speaking of the Democratic head-quarters, he 
referred to them with the most extreme dis- 
gust, and characterized the head-quarters as 
nothing more nor less than a dummy placed 
there to attract the attention of the outside 
world while Mr. Tilden’s and Bookwalter’s 
special agents were doing the secret and telling 
work throughout the State. Many of the 
rural Democratic newspapers are, as in 1876, 
publishing short editorie!s calculated to pre- 
pare the Democratic Party to receive Mr. Til- 
den as its candidate for the Presidency in 1884,

FAIR TRADE AGITATION AND THE 

PEOPLE OUT OF TOWN. 

HERBERT GLADSTONE’S SPEECH AT 
LEED8—SAD COXDITION OF THE FARM- 
ERS-—-FRANCE AND TRADE TREATIES-— 
THE QUEEN IN EDINBURGH—GROUSE- 
SHOOTING. 

fLonvon, Aug. 26.—Reports of the most 
painful character continue to come in from the 
agrieultural districts of the midlands and the 
north. The miserable appearance of this 
metropolis at the moment is in gloomy sym- 
pathy with the general condition of things. 
For several days, with the exception of a few 
hours, the rain has fallen incessantly. All the 
scraping and brushing that gangs of laborers 
can accomplish will not keep the streets clean. 
Wind sweeps round every corner and blows the 
tain into your face. The omnibuses and rail- 
way cars are crowded with damp people. Lon- 
ion in the wet is not picturesque, and the con- 
sciousness that the crops in the country are 
being ruined gives a sad turn to conversation. 

There is not a cheering item of news, it 
seems to me,in or out of the papers, to re- 
lieve the serious monotony of the weather. 
President Garfield’s condition is watched with 
undisguised anxiety, and those who under- 
stand American polities and the tricks of Wall- 
street gamblers find an added pang in the sit- 
uation. The relapse of the President, the 
possibility of Mr. Arthur’s succession, and 
other contingencies are being used on the Lon- 
don market with undisguised audacity. Ex- 
aggerated reports of the state of things at 
Washington, varied by cable intelligence 
of the President’s death, are circu- 
lated, and one London daily paper 
of Liberaland financial fame, is evidently un- 
conscious of the way in which its columns are 
used to bolster up certain stocks and shares in 
which a powerful New-York clique is interest- 
ed. The truthis, the great dailies of London 
have not, through their editorial chiefs, vet 


studied America for themselves. Neither the 
editor of the Daily News, the editor of the 
Telegraph, nor the chief of the Standard has 
ever been to New-York. Mr. Chenery, of the 
Times, is also, I believe, equally innocent of 
Little Neck clams and terrapin soup. Mr. 
Sala, of the Telegraph, knows the United 
States well, and has to-day said some 
amusing things on chowder in the 
editorial columns. Mr. Mudford, of 
the Standard, has men on his staff who 
know America, and heis himself a shrewd and 
appreciative journalist. It is not given, how- 
ever, to any editor to understand Ameri- 
ean affairs without being brought into per- 
sonal contact with the institutions of the great 
Republic. Even then he may be forgiven 
many mistaken interpretations of American 
life. manners, habits, and customs; but not 
having visited the country he is at a great dis- 
edvantage in estimating the value of contri- 
butions thereon, be they cablegrams or home- 
written editorials. Mr. Walter, of the Times, 
has already visited America, and he leaves 
London once more this week for snother trip 
to the land of breadstufis.

It is impossible to 
withhold from the fallen tradera and 
struggling manufacturers a certain respect 
and sympathy. You can only really 
appreciate the ruin that has _ fallen 
upon them when you visit their partially 
working mills or their still overstocked ware- 
houses, and compare notes with them as to the 
tariffs and obstructions they suifer at the 
hands of foreign countries. Mr. Herbert 
Gladstone, who has just been re-elected for 
Leeds, made a free-trade speech to his consti- 
tuents, but there was none of the old ring of 
the Manchester school in it. He confessed 
that it would be a good thing for Eng- 
lish trade if the foreign 
now practically closed to it, were 
open, thovgh he did not dwell upon 
the logical sequence that it is a very bad thing 
for English trade to have the foreign markets 
closed against it. The worst of partisans on 
both sides is that they often support their ar- 
guments by anunfair use of statistics. For 
sxampile, Mr. Herbert Gladstone, a First Lord 
of the Treasury and member of Parliament for 
Leeds, said as an example that ‘‘ Protection 
does not necessarily improve a country’s home 
markets;’’ that France’s exports of silk had 
falien from £19,995,000, in 1869, to £9,069,000 in 
1879. His free trade listeners applauded this 
faulty example. He did not explain how the 
decrease had arisen. Until 1873 France sup- 
plied Germany and Russia with large quanti- 
ties of silks. Germany under protection now 
makes over £11,000,000 worth per-year for 
herself. Russia even has made £4,000,000 
worth. In 1872 Germany imported 2,950 tous 
of cocoons, but since 1874 she has averaged 
B,480 tons per year, so she wants all that 
amount less of silk from France, ar argument 
morein favor of protection than freetrade. Mr. 
Herbert Giadstone was not only incorrect in 
his statistical illustrations, but he was inaccu 
rate in his statements. He said; ‘‘In the case 
of refined sugar, the export from France had 
been less by 50 per cent. duriag the preceding 
six years.’’ This isnot so. France not only 
did not reduce her exports, but she increased 
her manufacture of sugar trom an average of 
66,000 tons, between 1840 and 1850, to an ave- 
rage of 395,000 tons, between 1872 and 1877. 
Mr. Gladstone, in the same speech, said that, 
while with free trade English exports had in- 
creased 50 per cent. in 10 years, the exports of 
France, with protection, had declined 10 per 
cent., the fact being that, under protaction, 
French exports during the past 10 years have 
increased 6 per cent. ; 

And now about the increase of English ex- 
ports, From 1861 to 1870 our exports averaged 
£218,000,000 a year; from 1861 to 1870 they 
averaged £279,000,000. According to Mr. 
Herbert Gladstone, that is an increase of 50 
per cent. Hedid not mention the decrease of 
exports from £281,551,000 in 1875 to £248,783,- 
B64 in 1879. He did not caleulate the amount 
of the balance of trade against us, and conse- 
- pc! did not compare it with France. The 

gures are sufliciently important nevertheless, 
and whether a man is 2 free trader or a protec- 
tionist, it isnotin tke interest of the truth to dis- 
card them. For the 10 years ending 1878, the bal- 
ance of trade against France was £40,000,000, 
while forthe same period the balance against 
England was £788,000,000! The drain of gold 
going on at the present time from England to 
America is another point to be considered; 
but Mr. Herbert Gladstone ignored it. ido 
not think his father will ignore it should he 
take the subject up, as some of his friends be- 
lieve probable. Anyhow, the question is go- 
ing tobe prominent for some time to come, 
and it is quite possible that the next general 
election may be fought upon it. The Cobden 
Club feels that itis likely to sustain a severe 
blow in the failing negotiations for a new 
French treaty. The old treaty, the one tri- 
amph of the Cobden school, enriched France 
at the expense of England. It gave us cheap 
claret and destroyed our silk trade. The 
French idea of the new treaty is to perpetuate 
this state of things, and add thereto the ruin 
of the alpaca and woolen trades of Yorkshire.

A CONTEST OVER AN UNOCOMPLET- 
ED NORTH CAROLINA PROJECT. 
THE WESTERN NORTH CAROLINA RAILROAD 

—-THE EFFORTS OF MR. W. J. BEST AND 
HI8 ASSOCIATES TO GET CONTROL OF IT 

—- VANCE AS AN ANTI-MONOPOLIST. 
RALEIGH, N. C., Sept. 7.—When Mr. W. J. 
Best returned a few months ago to the scene of his 
discomfiture, reinforced by 55 capitalists of Boston 
and New-York, headed: by Mr. Lewis Coleman, of 
Boston, and by a Mr. Denny of New-York, aggre- 
gating a million of capital each, a great many peo- 
ple were surprised, and none more so than the 
Richmond and Danville people, who were tendered 
$250,000, advanced for Mr. Best and expended upon 
the road, and were asked to cancel the assignment 
and give up the road. This request was flatly re- 
fused, and the fight between Mr. Best and the 


Richmond and Danville people commeneed in ear- 
nest, and is now attracting the attention of the 
whole State. Here is where Senator Z. B. Vanco 
comes into the fray armed and equipped for the 
campaign. He was the friend of Mr. Best in the 
beginning of operations by Mr. Best in North Car- 
olina, and had stood by Mr. Best and had sus- 
tained him in every contest. Senator Vance 
is a friend who sticketh closer than a 
brother. Having shown this friendship for Mr. 
Best and his scheme, the Richmond and Danville 
Company concluded that they had Senator Vance 
to fight as well as Mr. Best. About this time Sena- 
tor Vance came to the conclusion that in addition 
to the fight he was making for what he conceives 
to be for the best interest of the State, he would 
have to fight for self-preservation—that is, for his 
return to the Senate in 1884, and that he must com- 
mence the fight with the Richmend and Danville 
people now and upon their own ground. Like Mr. 
Conkling, Senator Vance concluded to place him- 
self at the head of the anti-monopely movement in 
this State. He knows that this onslaught on the 
railroads touches tke public heart, and that the 
people are with him. The shrewdness of the 
shrewdest politician in our State was exhibited by 
this plan of attack. It combines the ele- 
ments of sucecess for ‘the North Caro- 
lina system,” and atthe same time making certain 
the return of Mr, Vance tothe Senate. It is as well 
known to Senator Vance as any other public man 
of this State that Gov. Jarvis was counted in last 
year, whereas, honestly and in fact, he received no 
majority, and that North Carolina is now hanging 
in the balance, with the chances favoring a Repub- 
lican victory next year. So, if something ex- 
traordinary is not done, the next Legislature will 
contain a Republican majority. Senator Vance is 
the most powerful leader of the Democrats in the 
State. He desires the success of ‘‘ the North Caro- 
lina system,’’ and does not intend to be retired to 
private life at the end of his present term. He has 
undoubtedly fully considered the situation and 
acted upon his deliberate judgment. His obiects 
are: 
SENATOR VANCKE’S OBJECTS, 

First—To reinstate Mr. Best in control of the 
Western North Carolina Road. 

Second—To secure the forfeiture of the charters 
of the North Carolina and Piedmont Railroad Com- 
panies to the State, and break up the lease of the 
North Carolina Railroad now held and operated 
by the Riehmond and Danville Company. 

Under the act authorizing the sale of the road to 
Mr. Best, Senator Vance, Goy. Jarvis, and State 
Treasurer Worth were appointed Commissioners 
to examine the work upon the road as often as 10 
miles are put in running order, and in case of the 
failure of Mr. Bestorhis assigns, to conduct the 
same according to the terms of the contract, to 
give due notice to the Governor of the State and 
to the United States Trust Company of New-York. 

It.is aleo provided in the said act that upon noti- 
fication by the said Commissioners to the Governor 
that the said grantees or their assigns have failed 
for the period of 90 days to comply with and per- 
form their contract, the Goyornor shall notify said 
grantees and thair assigns immediately to proceed 
to complete tho said road according to their said 
contract: and should they fail to doso for a pe- 
riod of 30 days from the date of such notice, the 
Governor shall then appoint six Directors, whe, 
together with the Directors chosen by the private 
stockholders and the said grantees or their as- 
signs, as hereinafter provided, ehall elect one 
of their number President and such other ofticers 
as roay be necessary, and shail at once enter inte 
the possession, control, and management of the 
said railroad, its property, franchises, and appur- 
tenances, and shall conduct, prosecute, and com- 
plete the said workas by law may he directed. 
Under this authority Senator Vance and his assoct- 
ate Commissioners claim the power to decide with- 
out appeal al) questions concerning the fulfillment 
or failure to comply with the contract, and that 
the Governor is authorized without further acticn 
to take possession of the road. 


STEPS TO GAIN POSSESSION OF THE ROAD, 


With this view of the law, and finding the faete to 
fit, Senator Vance made his first attack upon the 
Richmond and Danville Company in the following 
notification: 

Ratrian, N. C., Aug. 25, 1881. 
To His Excellency T. J. Jarvis, Governor of North 
Carolina; 

Str: We, the undersigned Commissioners ap- 
poijxted by the ‘Act to provide for the sale of tho 
State’s interest in the Western North Carolina 
Railroad and for otber purposes,” ratified 29th 
March, 1886, do hereby report to you, {nu aecord- 
ance with the provisions of section i5of said act, 
that from time to time we have examined the 
vrork on said road, and find that the Assignees of 
the grantees in said act mentioned have failed to 
prosesute the same with diligence and energy; 
that they have failed te keep a force at work on 
the Ducktown line after the road bad reached 
Asheville, sufficient to insure its completion to 
Pigeon Hiver by the ist of July, 1881; and that 
they have failed to completa the read to that point 
and te Paint Rock by, the tet ef July, 1881 

In addition tothe foregoing, wa also find, upon 
exaroination, that the cerapany of the Assignees are 
daily discriminating most injuriously in freights 
and charges against North Carolian towns ana cit- 
ies and railroads, contrary to the provisions of sec- 
tion 20 of said act, and their contraet in pursuance 
thereof, Z, B. VANCE.

The attack was continued on the next day by the 
following letter:

Col. A. S. Bufore, Richmond, Va.: 
Dear Six: Twenty-six days age I, with the other 
Commissioners of the Western North Carolina 
tailroad, adaressed a communication to you and 
your associate Assignees. Up to this time none of 
us have received any reply to that communication. 

I now have the honor to forward to you a copy 
of a letter received by me from the Commissioners 
on yesterday relative to the conduct of the work 
on said road and the management thereof in the 
matter of freight. 

I also send youa copy of a letter’ I have ad- 
dressed to the Attorney-Genera! of the State rela- 
tive to the lease of the North Carolina Railroad, 
and alsoa letter addressed to him on railroads 
generally. 

Unless the allegations set out in these papers 
prove to be untrue, or the cause of complaint is 
speedily removed, I shall feel it tobe my duty to 
use whatever power the State Administration pos- 
sesses to oust the Richmond and Danville Railroad 
people frem the control of any railroad in this 
State in which the State has a direet or contingent 
interest. Very respectfully, yours,

It is contended by Senator Vance that the fail- 
ure of the Richmoud and Danyille Company to 
comply with their contract in the matter set ont in 
the letter of Vance and Worth to Goy. Jarvis can- 
not be remedied within 30 days from Aug. 26, 1881, 
and after tnat date it will be the duty of Goy. 
Jarvis to take possession of the Western North 
Carolina Road by peaceable means if not resisted— 
by the force of the Militia of the State if necessary 
to get possession in that way. Itis reported that 
Goy. Jarvis has said as much to the Richmond 
and Danville people. If Senator Vance is right in 
his judgment of the temper of the people, there 
will be no lack of Militia when the call is made. 


THE DESTRUCTION OF THE LEASE, 


In furtherance of the second object—that is, the 
destruction of the lease—the following letters were 
written: ;

Dear Six: Tho State is burdened with a debt of 
over $3,000,000 for the completion of the North 
Carolina Railroad, and with a debt of con- 
siderable magnitude for the construction of the 
Atlentic and North Carolina Railrornd. The State 
still owns a large interest in both these 
roads, yet we see the North Carolina 
Railroad mow so. operated as to not 
only cripple the Atlantic and North Carolina Rail- 
road, but te cut off the people of the wholes eastern 
section of the State from the freight privileges of 
the North Carolina Railroad. This I get from a 
circular issued by Sol Haas, General Freight Agent 
of the Asseciated Lines of Kailways, (No. 88,) in 
which he prohibits any freight rates beyond 
Goldsboro to points along the Atlantic and North 
Carolina Railroad. One of .the results of 
this outrageous proceeding on the part of the 
lessees of tho North Carolina Ral road {s, that the 
middle sections of the State in which the corn crop 
has almost been destroyed by the excessive 
drought, will nct be able to procure a supply from 
the East, where the crops have been more favored 
with rains, except at greatly increased rates and 
by circuitous routes. 3 

This action of the managers of the North Caro- 
lina Railroad I consider an outrage upon the people 
of the State, taken to vent a little personal spleen, 
regardless of the rights and benefits of the people. 

Ihave no doubt that other instances might be 
found in their management, if net so glaring, yet 
pernicious to the best interest of the people. 

In view of these facts, I beg that you will examine 
into the lease of the North Carolina Railroad and 
the advisability of instituting a suit to vacate the 
lease and recover back the road, so that it shall 
not be operated against the best interests of the 
people of the State.

the corporation taat is the creature of the State 
which the General Erg! cannot alter or re- 
peal. But, be this as it may, if ie ate compelled 
to take out new charters, then it will no longer be 
& matter of doubt. 

I, therefore, beg to request that you will investi- 
gate the charte?s of the roads chartered before 
1868, and see if any of them, for any cause, have 
forfeited their charters; and if you find that any 
road has, that you will take such action in the mat- 
ter as, in your opinion, the case requires and the 
law justifies.

The Piedmont Railroad Company has been swal- 
lewed up by the Richmond and Danville Company, 
and it is maintained by Senator Vance that this 
company has forfeited itscharter. It isa part of 
the well-considered plan for the Attorney-General 
to bring a suit to have the charter declared for- 
feited, and the road from Danville to Greensboro 
will then be in the hands of the State, and the 
through line—North and South—now eperated by 
the Richmond and Danville Company, will be 
snapped asunder. If Senater Vance js right in 
his Pay rey of the temper of the people, they are 
ready and de for this movement, and whatever 
may be sald of Judges, they are ‘really nothing 
more in their make-up than other people. It is 
also proposed to bringasimilar suit to have the 
charter of the North Carolina Railroad forfeited. 
This effected the lease will be destroyed, and the 
State will have complete contrel of this road, and 
the Richmond and Danville Company will be driven 
trom the State. 


AN EXTENSION OF TIME CLAIMED. 


In reply to the notification of Commissioners 
Vanee and Worth, the {Richmond and Danville 
people say that their time was extended for four 
months, dating from July 1, 1881. This extension 
was signed by J. M. Worth and Thomas J. Jarvis, 
Commissioner Vance having refused to sign for 
reasons which have not been made public. In reply 
to this, Commussioner Vance charges that 
the extension was procured through fraud 
committed by Col. A. B. Andrews, President of 
Western North Carolina Road and the chief officer 
of the Richmond and Danville Company in North 
Carolina. ,Andrews, in reply, publishes a card 
which seems to have effectually disposed of the 
fraud charge as unfounded. Bntit must now be 
borne in mind that the extension of time to com- 
plete the work on the road was granted on the 16th 
of May last. Nine days after that, on the 25th of 
May, a contract was entered into by and between 
the Commissioners and Mr. W. J. Best. This con- 
tract was kept a profound secret, and was not 
known of by the Richmond and Danville people 
until the first day of August, 1881. It has been im- 

ossible to get a copy of the contract, but the fol- 
owlng correspondence sufficiently explains itself: 


Morraeap City, N. C., Aug. 1, 1881. 
Messrs. W. P. Clyde, A. 8. Buford, and 7. M, Logen: 
GENTLEMEN: We haye the honor to herewith in- 

close you a copy of an agreement entered into on 
the 25th day oF May, 1881, between W. J. Best and 
his associates and ourselves as individuals and 
Commissioners of the Western North Carolina Rail- 
road. Mr. Best and his associates have 
placed in our hands the sum of $250,000, 
which wo hereby tender to you, to reimburse 
you for your expenditures upon the Western North 
Carolina Railroad, legitimately and properly made 
under what is known as the Best contract. and 
we are authorized to say if this is not sufficient 
such further sum as may be due wiil be paid to 
you. Mr. Best and his associates having in pursu- 
ance of said agreement obtained a lease of the At- 
lantio and North Oarolina Ratlroad, and hav- 
ing deposited the sum of $85,000 as required 
by said agreement, and béing now actively 
engaged in making tho neoessary preliminary sur- 
veys of the line of the railway between Goldsboro 
and Salisbury, we have to inform you that if 
they shali continue to prosecute vigorously the 
work of constructing and building said road, we 
shallin good faith and literally comply with our 
part of the agreement above referred to, both as 
Commissioners and individuals.

A REPLY TO THE COMMISSIONERS. 


The following letter was recelyed by Commis- 
sioner Jarvis onthe 29th day of August, 1881, in 
reply to the Commissioners’ letter: ’ 

RicumMonp, Va., Aug. 25, 1881. 

GENTLEMEN: Your letter of Aug. 1, 1881, has been 
received, togother with acopy of the agreement 
therein referred to of date May 25, 1881, between 
yourselves and W. J. Best. These papers have re- 
celved from us the careful and respectful attention 
and consideration which their importance de- 
mands, and as emanating from gentlemen in- 
trusted with the important duties conferred on 
you by the State of North Carolina in this 
regard, and occupying toward us a_ buat- 
jness relation scarcely Jeas peculiar than impor- 
tant in its character. We beg to aesure you that 
the delay which has oecurred in making reply has 
resulted only from the fact that, owing to the ab- 
senee of one of us, it was impossible to obtain an 
immediate conference. Candor compels us to say 
that we did not at first escape the impression nat- 
urally to be derived trom the apparent im- 
port and tenor of your ietter and the ac- 
companyiug contract to that effect that it was in- 
tended to undertake that in your character as 
Commissioners of the State of North Carolina, 
acting under the powers and limitations cenferred 
and imposed by the act of Assembly referred to, 
you had entered into an engagement with Mr. Fest 
and his assoviates to compel us, asthe Assignees of 
Mr. Best, by sach means as might be at your com- 
mand,upon certain contingent svents over which we 
have no control, to surrenderthe just and lawful 
rights acquired and held by us under tho said act, 
and the assignment thereof frorh Mr, Best, and that 
your letter was intended toimply a demand upon 
us to surrender these rights under penalty of all 
tae powerful adverse infinerce, both official and 
personal, which you could exert. Upon more 
careful consideration, iowever, wé do not think 
that this could be yourintention,and for several rea- 
sons, among othera for the reason that the Commis- 
sioners, especially Gor. Jarvis and Seaator Vance, 
aro} fully aware of the peculiar circumstances at- 
tending the assignment made to us by Mr. Best, and 
were fuliy cognizant of Mr. Best's utter and ae- 
knowledged inability at the timeof making his as- 
signment to nus toc take the first step toward the 
fulfillment of his undertaking. Th xt the time of 
such assigument we were made se e by numer- 
ous representations directly and tndirectiy from 
the Commissioners and other prominent and iniiu 
ential citizens of tho State that conse- 
quences most disastrous to the interest of the 
State and its people would ensue if it 
then became apparent that the Bost act was a fail- 
ure, aud that with the full knowledge of these 
things you not only consented to it but were large- 
ly instrumental in iadnucing us to accept the as- 
signment. More particularly is it worthy of note 
in this connectiun that Senator Vanee was present 
at several of the interviews held in New-York with 
Mr. Bent, and was active 
negotiation, then thought 
common with others of the State to Le 
important and essential! to the  intorests 
of the State, and of those citizens of the State 
who had been actively instrumental in procuring 
the original jaw and the contract thereunto to be 
enacted and made. itis, moreover, properto cay 
that the Commissioners are, and were at the ‘time, 
aware that this assignment was not sought hy us, 
but only taken atthe urgent solicitation of those 
who were most deeply interested in its successful 
eonsummation, yourselves most conspicuously 
and influentisl among the number, aud that, 
under these circumstances, we stepped into 
the breach when every other resource had failed, 
and assumed an onerous burden whieh all others 
had declined, and thereby averied the disestrous 
consequences apprehended hy yeurselves and 
others irom a failure. It seems to ns, also, that 
you cannct mean to demand a surrender of 
our just and fully recognized rights under 
this contract beeause there can be no pos- 
sible rounds for such demand. We fee! 
assured that you are fully aware that ever 
since we assumed the responsibility of 
this assignment we have proceeded to push for- 
ward the work in accordance therewith with a 
diligence and vigor which, considering the unex- 
pested and Lec ge ta and a)most insuperable 
obstacles presented, have shown upon our part not 
— good faith but a sincere and earnest desire 
and purpose to comply with and carry out our 
contract in its true intent and spirit. At 
the same time we know that you were 
fully imformed of the fact, for reasons in 
nowise attributable to us, the contract on the part 
of the State has not been performed in essential 
particulars that have not only seriously retarded 
the progress of the work, but rreatiy increased ita 
cost, The State has not furnished, and, as we aro 
informed, cannot now furnish, the 500 convict 
laborers to which we are entitled under the act. 
For these reasons, as well as others that might be 
assigned, we cannot eonstrue your communication 
to be a demand for the surrender of our rightsand 
intereste, much less that such demand should he 
made under a menace of whatever injuries your 
high official position and your personal influence 
might enable you to inflict. We can, therefore, 
only understand your communication as intended 
to place before us a proposition which we may 
consider from the stand-point of the  inter- 
est we represent, and which, without any risk 
of injustice, may be accepted or declined. 
If, as we assume, this interpretation be correct, it 
will be presented to all the parties interested, and 
respectiully and duly considered in sconnection 
with allthe rights, interests, and obligations that 
are involved in the whole transaction. We await 
your reply to know whether or not we place the 
proper interpretation upon your communication. 

We can offer you no better assurance of the good 
faith with which this contract is being carried out 
thaa the fact that, notwithstanding all the diffi- 
culties which have surrounded the work arising 
from Mr. Best’s original default, and the extreme 
rigors of the Winter following the assignment to 
us, it has been pushed forward so rapidly as to in- 
sure its completion both to Pigeon River and Paint 
Rock by Noy. 1, 1881, at which Jatter point the Ten- 
nessee system of roads is under contract to meet 
and connect with it, and thus open to the State 
the shortest and most direct route to the great 
markets of the West. We begto assure you that 
you will always find us, as you found us when ap- 
proesnes, on this contract, ready to co-operate 
eattily in protecting and promoting the real in- 
terests of the State in which we represent, as you 
know, averv largeand constantly increasing per- 
manent investment of capital, and we in turn re- 
speotfully and confidently ask your cordial sympa- 
thy and continued co-operation in our work. 

Inspired by P 1 sea appeals for our aid at an al- 
leged crisis, and to prevent the indefinite suspen- 
sion of a great work of long-cherished vslue to the 
people of North Carolina, we assume this under- 
taking, and, if not interrupted, propose to stand by 
it until itisexecuted.

IALIFORNIANS AT DINNER. 
THE THIRTY-FIRST ANNIVERSARY OF CALI- 
FORNIA AS A STATE. 


It was 31 years yesterday since California 
was admitted inte the Union, and a number of old 
Californians in and near this City celebrated the 
event with a dinner in the Oriental Hotel, at Man- 
hattan Beach. A large white flag, bearing the 
mage of a blue blue bear, the only kind now raised 
in'California, floated on the staff of the Orien- 
tal, much to the astonishment of those who 
did not know that the Californians were 
about to eat what they were wont toterm, in the 
days of 49, ‘‘a square meal.” At6 o'clock last 
evening there were gathered in one of the private 


dining-rooms of the Oriental about 60 gentle- 
men and five or six ladies. None of the gentlemen 
wore either red or blue shirts, and they would all 
have been taken at the first glance for quiet, or- 
derly citizens, and not at all for 49ers, Gen. H. 
G. Gibson sat at the head of the long table and 
did the honors, There was no fire in the dining- 
room, but the wind blew in s50 chilly 
from the sea that the windows had to 
be clesed. Rear-Admiral George F. Emmons, 
United States Navy, the oldest Californian of them 
all, being a ‘4ler, was expected, but he was de- 
tained by family matters. Among the members of 
the association present were the Hon. Rodman M. 
Price, of New-Jersey; the Hon. J. Sherwood, Col. 
James EK. Nuttman, Major Francis D. Clark, Gen. 
Rutus Ingalls, Gen. Stewart Van Vilet, Gen. 
Thomas Wi Sweeny, Col. Charies J. 
Murphy, the Hon. ©. Lydecker, the Hon. 
Demas_ Strong, Capt. Samuel L. Clapp, 
Robert W. Dowling, Henry Wilson, J. J. McClos- 
key, R. J. Paulison, James A. Sperry, A. C. Ferris, 
W. A. Hoeber, Edgar W. Crowell, W. F. Shank, H. 
B. Scharmann, L. L. Lombard, Reuben Lord, 
Stephen Massett, A. T. Goodell. P. M. Haverty, 
Gen. Francis Darr, Albert H. King, William H. 
Hampton, the Hon. Beverley ©. Sanders, and 
Capt. James H. Butler. Two sons of members 
were also prosent—Frank Sperry and Edward C. 
Kemble, Jr. Among the guests were william 
E, Robinson, Drake DeKay, and Major 
Mayo. As soon as the dinner was 
Californians found that they had 
“struck arich vein” in visiting the Oriental, for 
the banquet was one that Delmonico might have 
taken pride in, and the brisk salt air helped diges- 
tion to wait upon appetite. After dinner Gen. 
Gibson, in the opening address, made some refer- 
ences to the bird of freedom fiapping his broad 
wings, the rich alluvial strata of the Golden State, 
the azure ekies, the bubbling brooks, the gigantic 
forests, the magnificent cities, and the untold 
wealth hidden in the ground. Upon being encored 
he gave some more information abont California 
never before made public. Stepher: Massett, who 
is sometimes known as Jeems Pipes, of Pipesville, 
gave some humorous recitations, and the Hon. Rod- 
man M. Price, of New-Jersey, and others, made re- 
marks.

CITING A BISHOP TO COURT. 
ROMAN CATHOLIC8 WHO WANT INFORMA- 
TION ABOUT THEIR PARISK CHURCH. 

The controversy which has arisen between 
Bishop Loughlin, of Brooklyn, and his co-Trustees 
of the Roman Catholic Church of St. Anthony, on 
the one side, and certain of the parishioners of the 
church society on the other, as to the management 
of the church funds and property has at last been 
taken into the courts, and the litigation will prove 
a highly important one. Yesterday the matter 
was laid before Judge Gilbert, in the Supreme 
Court of Kings Ceunty, on a petition presented 
by Van Cott & Winslow as counsel for the 
parishioners. The signers of this petition 
are James MoFarland, John Fallon, Alex- 
ander Holmes, James McAllister,” William 


Dalton, M. P. Alien, James O. Kano, John Martin, 
Thomas B. Curry, Owen McCarron, Laurenee 
Brennan, Daniel Walsh, P. F. McBreen, John Ne- 
Ginness and others. Their proceeding is brought as 
petitioners in the name of the people of the State 
against John Loughlin, Bishop of the dio- 
cese; William Keegan, Coadjutor and Vicar-General 
of the diocese, and M. J. Murphy, priest of the 
parish, as Trustees. They allege in the petition 
that the church was incorporated in the year 1865 
under the Laws of 1863 amendatory of the act of 
1818 relating to the organization of church corpora- 
tlons and the control of church property in this 
State. They say that for several years 
past they have been members of St. Anthony's 
Church, and have contributed and paid large sums 
of money during that time at the request and soll- 
eitation of the Trustees named, and for the use 
and benefit of the church. Some of this money has 
been used and expended for the current expenses 
of the church, the salary and support of its 
Pastor, in aid of the _ chure charities, 
in payment of the building debt, and 
in other ways according to the usual 
methods, The Board of Trustees consists, ordl- 
narily, in such bodies of the Bishep, the Vicar-Gen- 
eral, the Pastor, and two lay members of the con- 
gregation. The three Trustees named in this pro- 
ceeding have been Trustees for several years past, 
but thére are no lay members on the board with 
them. Under the statutes it is made the duty of 
sueh Trustees to exhibit, under oath, to the Su- 
preme Court, at least once in three years, an inven- 
tory of the estate belonging to the church, both 
real and personal, and the amount of the annual 
income of the church, and to file the same in the 
office of the County Clerk. These Trustees, the 
petitioners say, have never filed such a fe- 
port. At a meeting of about 1,000 of the 
parishioners of tho church the persons who 
make this petition were appointed to procure 
from the Trustees a statement or report regarding 
the church property and funds, but such statemont 
has keen refused them. They therefore charge 
that there have been gross irregularities in the 
manner of keeping and auditing the financial ac- 
eounts of the charch, that its funds and property 
have been unlawfully disposed of, and that about 
$174,000 of the church moneys are now missing 
and unaccounted for, and have been diverted from 
the treasury to the great wrong and loss and det- 
riment of the church corporation. They there- 
fore asked the court to issue an order requiring 
and directing the Trustees to make and file an in- 
ventory forthwith. 

The petition is verified on oath by the peti- 
tioners. Judge Gilbert granted an order requiring 
the Trustees within 20 days to make and file in the 
County Clerk’s office the inventory required by 
law, under the provisions of section 3, chapter 45, 
of the Laws of 1863. The order was served on the 
Trustees yesterday, and it is probable that they 
will contest the matter in court. Duriag

BOOK-MAKING AT THE HUB 


_——> 
BOSTON’S OLD AND NEW PUBLISH. 
ERS AND THEIR WORK. 

#OME OF THE VETERANS OF THE AMERICAN 
BOOK TRADE—THEIR PERSONAL CHAR- 
ACTERISTICS AND BUSINESS METHODS— 
ROTABLE BOOKS TO BE PUBLISHED 
DURING THE AUTUMN. 


Boston, Sept. 7.—While Boston yields to 
Now-York in the amount and variety of its 
publishing interests, the modern Athens still 
vigorously holds its own in the making of new 
books. The active houses are Little, Brown & 
Co,, Houghton, Mifflin & Co., James R. Os- 
good & Co., Roberts Brothers, Estes & Lauriat, 
Ginn & Heath, D. Lothrop & Co., and Lee & 
Shepard. A. Williams & Co. are the pamphlet 
publishers, and occasionally venture a new 
book, This, however, is chiefly the work of a 
junior member of the house, Mr. Joseph G. 
Cupples, who has the credit during two sea- 
sons of bringing out two successful books. He 
began with Mr. Robert Grant’s ‘‘ Confessions 
of a Frivolous Girl,’? which was, in some re- 
spects, the sensational Summer novel a year 
ago. This season he undertook to publish 
“Cape Cod Folks,” a sketchy story, the first 
venture of 2 country girl in Connecticut, who 
had an experience in school-teaching~at the 
Cape, which she has turned to such good ac- 
count that one-half of the Cape folks are mad 
because they find their real names in the book, 
(probably given unintentionally,) while .the 
other half are delighted at the fame of 
that intolerable stretch of sand and prim- 
itive civilizatiou. Mr. Cupples’s success 
In introducing these young authors to 
the public will not be lost upon the 
aspirants to literary fame, and the “Old 
Corner,”’ in which he has his office, is likely in 
the near future to be as much besieged with 
manuscripts as it used to bein the days when 
the late James T. Fields was its occupant, 
and American authors began to turn to him 
es the best agent in bringing their wares be- 
fore the public. Another publisher who 
anites the literary instinct with business ca- 
pacity in a remarkable degree is Mr. James R. 
Osgood. He greW up in the old house of Tick- 
nor & Fields, became a partner when Mr. 
Ticknor died, the firm name being Fields, Os- 
good & Co. ; took the whole burden upon him- 
self when Mr. Fields retired from business, 
end upheld the fame while inheriting the tra- 
ditions and misfortunes of these successive 
houses until for a short time he was pew d 
lost sight of in the temporary house of Hough- 
ton, Osgood & Co., from which he voluntarily 
retired nearly two years ago again to resume 
business in hisown name. He is now at the 
head of one of the most promising houses in 
Boston. With him is associated his brother 
Edward and the two Ticknor brothers, sons of 
Mr. William D. Ticknor; he has the growing 
eeliotype business in hand; few men are more 

opular with the book trade, while authors 
ve the feeling that he is faithful to their in- 
terests. 

Thero are other notable men in the publish- 
ing ranks of Boston concerning whom some- 
thing ought to be said. The firm Roberts 
Brothers is a myth; nobody knows the 
brothers, but almost everybody knows a sien- 
der, pale-faced, brigut-eyed man, In middie 
life, who answers to the nameof Thomas 
Niles and did duty for 16 years in the house of 
Ticknor, Reed & Fields, for a season taking 
the entire charge of the publishing business 
before he gave place to Mr. James R. Osgood 
by entering the firm of Whittemore, Niles & 

all on the other side of the street. It is, 
perhaps, 20 years since that he recrossed the 
street to become .the chief working part- 
ner in a new publishing house. The 
dingy old sign-board of Roberts Brother: 
hangs directly opposite the Old South Church, 
pnd signals that the firm inhabits the chamber 
above the elegant bookstore of Estes & Lauri- 
at, now perhaps the largest general bookstore 
in Boston, Here, in a corner, behind a green 
turtain, in the simplest and cosiest of offices, 
Mir. Niles receives the nobility of the intellec- 
tual world. Louisa Alcott may be seen there 
at times; H. H. likes to drop in when she is in 
town; timid authors may be seen feeling con- 
fusedly for the door-latca; the ‘‘ No Name’”’ 
writers come in and talk in whispers, and the 
general appearance of the room gives the im- 
pression that to publish the daintiest of books 
pne need notspend much money on household 
‘* fixings.’? Mr. Niles has been the boldest 
publisher in Boston. He was the first Ameri- 
tan publisher, or, almost the first, to im- 
port English editions which it could 
not pay to reprist. His skillful handling of 
books has made the reputation of several 
American authors. No publisher knows how 
bo advertise quite so well, or likes better oc- 
rasionally to have his books thoroughly cut up 
by the critics, especially if the book be one as 
to which the opinion of the critical public is 
livided. He introduced Jean Ingelow, Philip 
Gilbert Hamerton, Edwin Arnold, and ‘‘ Ecce 
Homo” to American readers, and has as choice 
a catalogue as apy Boston publisher. He is 
also said to be generous to a fauit in dealing 
with authors. He hides himself to the public 
under the name of Roberts Brothers, a person 
of that name being understeod to be a silent 
partner, but whoever discovers bim in his 
proper personality finds a genial and enter- 
taining gentleman. His motto seems to be, 
**Tnis one thing I do.”’ 

The firm of Little, Brown & Co. holds to 
the old name, though there is but one Brown 
end no Little in the company of partners. A 
notabie man among them is Mr. John Bart- 
lett, one of the most industrious literary men 
in the country. For many years publisher to 
the University at Cambridge, he brought to 
bis new relations a thorough knowledge of 
book-making, and has that department in his 
present connection. He began authorship 
with a little book entitled ‘*‘ Familiar Quota- 
tions,’”? which has now passed through seven 
editions, increased seven-fold in size, and is 
indispensable to every writer. It is hardly 
possible to trip him in English literature. His 
‘‘Hand-book to Shakespeare,’’ now passing 
through the press, shows what his powers of 
industry are, and another work on which he 
ls actively engaged will be brought out 
in due time by a _ new __ publisher 
who was graduated in the last class 
at Harvard, and whose sign was nailed 
ap the other day in Cambridge as ‘ Moses 

ing, Publisher.’’ Not long sinee this young 
man was mentioned in the Sunday Herald as 
‘*a future Boston publisher,” and the ink used 
in writing his college sheepskin is scarcely two 
months dry before he turns the prophecy into 
fact. He published the Harvard Kegister 
while an undergraduate and got outa valu- 
able ‘‘Hand-book of Boston,” the tourth edi- 
tion of which, almost a new work, will be his 
first book as a regular member of the trade. 

If the head of one of our foremost literary 
houses may be mentioned by what has given 
him deserved fame, Mr. Henry O. Houghton 
may be justly said to have revolutionized 
er gpa in America. The time was when we 

ad nothing better than the vile Philadelphia 
reprints of valuable English books, and the New- 
York publishers used hardly better type or paper 
for new books. ‘‘o Mr. Houghton belongs the 
credit of compelling the publishers to print 
their books in good style, and the work turned 
put at the Riverside Press 20 years ago is now 
at a premium in the bookstores and at auction 
sales. Mr. Houghton is par excellence the 
American printer, and the University Press 
has only just reached, under its new manage- 
ment, the quality of work which has long 
been done at Riverside, in the illustrated edi- 
tion of Owen Meredith’s ‘‘ Lucile.” The old- 
est publisher in Boston is Mr, Alexander Wil- 
liams, the veteran of the ‘‘Old Corner” book- 
store, a gentleman greatly respected, who 
keeps the freshness of youth under the whitest 
of heads, and makes fewer ventures and loses 
less money than perhaps than any other mem- 
ber of the publishing guild. Though nat a mem- 
ber ofthe firm, Mr. Azariah Smith, for many 
years with Mr. Osgood as literary publisher and 
now serving in that capacity with Mr. Hough- 
ton, is too important a man to be overlooked 
in a sketch of the publishing interests of Bos- 
ton. Few men have the capacity of Mr. 
Smith in bringing out books and in interest- 
ing the public to read them. His judgment is 
rarely at fault, and his literary bulletins in 
the advertising sheets of the Atlantic are the 
best. announcements of new books that go be- 
fore the public. His candor is equal to his 
judgment, and when he shakes his head a 
manuscript seeks an audience elsewhere. His 
courtesy to the press has made him generally 
moi and his services to literature have 
deen 0 the highest order. A younger house 
is Ginn, Heath & Co., publishers to Harvard 
Oniversity. They ae * ——_ men, and 
save 6 a specialty of co books, as 
Henry Holt & Co. once did in Sow-Yors. be- 


pos 2 Salyer nothing and now almost ready 
enlarce their business by including general 


literature. A still newer house is that of 
Soule & Bugbee, who will confine themselves 
chiefly to law publications. : 

In point of actual business, Little, Brown & 
Co. are said to handle more money than “y 
other Boston house. They seldom publis 
works in general literature; this fall they 
will do nothing in this direction, but they have 
several law books in hand, ‘‘ Odger’s Digest 
of the Law of Libel and Slander, ‘‘ Schouler 
on Husband and Wife,” ‘‘ Phillips on Com- 
mon Law Liens,” ‘‘Thayer on the Law of 
Evidence,” and new editions of other books of 
the same general character. There is no risk 
in publishing such books. They count up the 
number of lawyers, and then know just the 
number of copies that will be wanted. Every 
copy is as good as gold, and profits are sure. 
Not so is the case in general literature. Here 
the profit is not greater, and the element of 
uncertainty is a variable quantity, but this 
has no influence in deterring men from writ- 
ing, or publishers from bringing out, new 
books. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. announce as their 
chief holiday book the ‘‘Home Ballads” of 
Bayard Taylor, with designs by W. Hamilton 
Gibson, Hovenden, Murphy, Millet, Yewell, 
W. L. Taylor, Dielman, Church, Bolton Jones, 
J. N. Marble, and Edwards, the engraving 
being done by W. B. Closson and George T’. 
Andrew, of Boston; W. J. Linton, of New- 
Haven, and Gray, Orr & Heinemann, of New- 
York. They will also bring out a handy-vol- 
ume 18mo edition of the “Poetical Works 
of Oliver Wendell Holmes,” containing 
all kis poems up to the latest date, 
revised and rearranged by Dr. Holmes, who 
will preface the whole witha new and very 
characteristic poem, The ‘‘ American Men of 
Letters’? and the ‘‘Amorican Statesmen” 
have been previously mentioned. ‘‘ The Por- 
trait of a Lady,” the most engaging novel Mr. 
James has yet written, will come out as soon 
as it is finishedin the Atlantic. Miss Sarah 
Orne Jewett’s ‘‘ Country Byways” will add a 
fresh volume to her truthful and sympathetic 
pictures of New-England country life. The 
‘* Whittier Birthday Book” will contain care- 
fully selected passages from Mr. Whittier’s 
poems and prose works.

Another beok by Mr. Scud- 
der will be ‘‘ Boston Town,” telling the story 
of Boston from its settlement to the present 
time. The more important essays and ad- 
dresses of the late J. Lewis Diman, of Brown 
University, with selections from his sermons, 
edited by Prof. J. O. Murray, of Princeton, 
and prefaced by a memorial address and 
afine portrait of Prof. Diman, will be issued 
uniformly with ‘‘The Theistic Argument,”’ 
which is regarded as his chief contribution to 
literature.

In the Philosophical Li- 
brary three new volumes are promised—Lud- 
wig Feuerbach’s ‘‘ Essence of Christianity,’’ 
translated by Marian Evans, *‘A Grammar of 
the Old Friesie Language,” by A. H. Cum- 
mins, M. A., and the third volume of Lange’s 
‘* History of Materialism,” completing the 
work. An ‘‘Index to Neander’s Church His- 
tory”’ is promised, anda revised edition of Tes- 
well-Langmead’s *‘ English Constitutional His- 
tory from the Teutonic Conquest to the Pres- 
ent Time,” a work which has been received 
with marked favor in England, will be pub- 
lished for the first time in the United States. 
Two extra volumes of poetry are also proni- 
ised, one from Harriet Prescott Spofford, and 
another, entitled ‘‘ Poems, Songs, and Lyrics,” 
by Francis Bennock, the English friend of 
Hawthorne.

An illustrated 
edition of ‘‘ The Ballads of William M. Thack- 
eray” will be their second holiday volume. 
Herriet W. Preston’s ‘“‘Georgics of Vergil” 
will also be lifted into the holiday category. 
Several volumes in the American Actor 
Series will appear during the season, begin- 
ning with Lawrence Barrett’s ‘Sketch of tho 
Career of Edwin Yorrest.” Miss Blanche Wiilis 
Howard's new novel, ‘‘ Aunt Serena,” will ap- 

ear in October. Dr. James /reeman Clarke’s 
important volume, ‘‘ Events and Epochs in 
Religious History,’’ being in substance bis 
Lowell Institute lectures of last year, a com- 
panion volume to his ‘‘Ten Great Religions,’’ 
will be published in crown octavo style, with 
illustrations. Mr. Edward H. Houre, once a 
favorite Boston journalist, but for a long time 
resident in Japan, will furnish a charming 
volume, entitled ‘‘ Japanese Episodes,’’ on the 
romantic and picturesque life of the country of 
the Damios. A handsome quarto volume, 
edited by Elizabeth Bryant Johnston, will be 
devoted to ‘Original Portraits of Washing- 
ton.”

Madaleine Vinton Dahlgren’s ‘‘South Sea 
Sketches” will be a brilliant and entertaining 
volume of travels in South America and the 
Pacific. Mr, Townsend Percy’s ‘ Dictionary 
of the Stage” will be a venture in a new direc- 
tion, and Mr. Alfred M. Williams’s ‘‘ Poets 
and Poetry of Ireland,” an exhaustive compi- 
lation of the best verses of the Irish poets from 
the earliest times to the present day, will be 
welcomes in literary circles. Mr. %, B. 
Hassard will be represented by ‘A Pick- 
wickian Pilgrimage,’’ a title which tells 
nothing about the book _ itself. La- 
ter on in the season the house wil! bring out the 
second volume of ‘Illustrations of the Earth’s 
Surface,” by N. 8.

‘‘Hleanor Maitland,” a novel by Mrs. Clara 
Erskine Clement; ‘‘ Parisian Art and Artists,” 
by Henry Bacon, made up from the artist-au- 
thor’s Scribner articles largely augmented; 
“Eugene Fromentin, Painter and Writer,” 
from the French of Louis Gouse; ‘‘ Dr. Breen’s 
Practice,” the story by Mr. Howells now run- 
ning in the Ailantic; in the American Ac- 
tor Series ‘‘The Hider and the Younger 
Booth,” by Mrs. Asia Booth Clarke, and 
**Charlotte Cushman,’’ by Mrs. Clement; 
Gen. Charles B. Norton’s ‘‘Heavy Ord-

They will also print tor the 
Dante Society of Cambridge the hitherto in- 
edited Latin comment on the ‘t Divine Com- 
edy” by Renvenuto da Linola. This was com- 
posed in the early part of the fourth quarter 
of the fourteenth century, about 50 years after 
the death of Danie, by a friend of Boccaccio, 
and contains a larger amount of information 
concerning the conditions of Italy and the per- 
sonages mentioned in the poem than is to be 
found in any other of the early comments. It 
is of such value that Muratori, in 1738, pub- 
lished Jnrge excerpts from it. A mutilated 
Italian translation was attempted in 1856, but 
no version suits the purposes of the scholar 
like the original. It is proposed toissue the 
work in three octavo volumes, of 500 rages 
each, if sufficient subscribers at $5 a volume 
can be obtained to defray the expense of print- 
ing it. The Dante Society hopes, on this condi- 
tion, to issue the first volume before the end of 
1882, Another subscription work which the 
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house has taken in hand ig a ‘‘ Memorial His- 
tory of the County of Hartford, Conn.,” giv- 
ing the story of its towns and cities from 1631 
to 1881 in two illustrated quarto volumes. It 
was evidently suggested by the ‘* Memorial 
History of Boston,” and will.be edited by the 
President of the Connecticut Historical Soci- 
ety, Dr. J. Hammond Trumbull, with the Rev. 
Samuel J. Andrews, Mr. Charies J. Hoadly, 
and Mr. Charles Dudley Warner as consulting 
editors. 

Roberts Brothers announce fewer books 
than usual, though some are likely to be 
added as the season advances, They will pub- 
lish a new red-line household edition of Jean 
Ingelow’s poems, a new edition of the famous 
Little Women Series, a new edition of Jean 
Ingelow’s “Songs of Seven,” ‘fhe Two 
Cabin Boys,” by Louis Rousselet; ‘‘Mam- 
my Tittlebalk and Her Family,” a true 
story of seventeen cats, by H. H.; ‘Mrs. 
Overtheway’s Remembrances,” by Juliana 
Horatia Ewing; ‘t Stories of Adventure,”’ col- 
lected and arranged by Edward E. Hale; 
‘* Hector,” a new story by tke author of “‘Cas- 
tle Blair,” Flora L. Shaw; ‘Around the Hub,” 
a boy’s book about Boston, by Samuel A. 
Drake; ‘‘ The Man Jesus,” by the Rev. John 
W. Chadwick; new volumes of poems by 
Dante Gabriel and Christina G. Rosetti, Mrs. 
Henrietta Robinson’s ‘‘ Massachusetts in the 
Woman Suffrage Movement,” Mrs. Caroline 
H. Dall’s sketehes of a trip to Colorado and 
California, entitled “‘My First Holiday; or, 
Letters Home,” and an enlarged edition of 
Hamerton’s ‘‘ Etcher’s Hand-book.”’ 

Lee & Shepard will turn Mrs. Browning’s 
beautiful poem, ‘‘He Giveth His Beloved 
Sleep,’ into an illustrated holiday book, and 
will bring out Oliver Optic’s magazine at 
the end of the year as the gift-book for the 
little ones, maxing a bright and attractive 
volume. In regular books they will issue an 
illustrated edition of David Ross Locke’s (the 
Rev. Petroleum V. Nasby’s) ‘‘ Hannah Jane,” 
originally published in Harpers; Edward 
Greéy’s ‘*‘ Young Americans in Japan,” Capt.

They aro also 
bringing out a Cambridge edition of Thack- 
eray’s complete works, which is intended to be 
the finest yet printed in America. It will con- 
tain over 3800 illustrations by the author and 
other designers, and be issued in two sets, one 
of 10 and one of 20 volumes, Another venture 
of the same sortis an illustrated Cambridge 
edition of Macaulay’s ‘‘ History of England,” 
in five volumes, uniform with the Cambridge 
editions of Dickens and Thackeray. The best 
selling boek cn their whole list, however, is 
Miss Parloa’s ‘* New Cook-book and Marketing 
Guide,”’ two editions of which have disappeared 
within the last seven months. 

D, Lothrop & Co. make a specialty of chil- 
dren’s books, and have done a great deal within 
two or turee years to improve their quality. 
Aimong the legion which are to come out be- 
fore Christmas, the principal are, ‘‘ A Family 
Wight; Through France, Germany, Norway, 
and Switzerland,” by the Rev. Dr. E. E. Hale 
and Miss Susan Hale, and ‘All Aboard for 
Sunrise Lands,” by the Rev. Edward A. Rand, 
while the variety of publications intended to 
interest and instruct children is greater than 
this popular house has ever before offered to 
the reading public.

THE POPE AT MALTA. 
From the London Saturday Review. | 

When the Pope or his partisans threaten a 
secession from Rome, they forthe most part pro- 
pose that he should establish himself at Malta, and 
it is easy to understand the reasons by which such a 
choice of residence might be recommended. The 
people of Malta are, perhaps, the most unsophisti- 
cated of believers in Roman Catholic Christendom. 
Their language, which is a dialect of Arabic, se- 
cures them against communicatian with heterodox 
foreigners, although they are indebed to their pres- 
ent rulers for reducing their speech for the first 
time into writing. The island swarms with priest 


and clerics of every degree, and the pious prac- 
tices which furnish the inhabitants with occupation 
and amusement might, by a hasty observer, be 
easily mistakea for pagan celebrations. The 
clergy, who oer Italian as well as Maltese, en- 
tertain apecullar devotion to the Holy See, and 
they are not unnaturally proud of the privileges ta 
which their Church is entitled under the capitula- 
tions by which Malta was amnexed to the British 
Empire. That the Roman Catholic Church is es 
tablished has never been disputed, and the priests 
have added to its legal style the further qualifica- 
tion of ““dominant.’’ The ecclesiastical build 
and practices of the English heretics are suppo 

to depend for their existence on a toleratiog 
which would not be voluntarily accorded, 
The Pope would nevertheless not be a welcome 
guest. If he were to reside at Malta, the English 
Governor, though he would still ocoupy the Grand 
Master’s palace, would no longer be the highes{ 
personage in the island. The Roman Catholi 
clergy would delight in ostentatious preference o: 
their allegiance to the Pope over thelr not enthusk 
astic loyalty to the Crown. The well-meaning pop- 
ulation would easily be persuaded to reg: aa 
sovereign the spiritual potentate, who would not 
on his own account advance any territorial pre< 
tensions. Some years ago they submitted to a 
usurpation which to their simple minds mus¢ 
have seemed far more startliug than the subordina 
tion of the State to the Church.

The generous people of New-York will 
promptly respond to the call for aid which 


is made in behalf of the sufferers by forest 


firesin Northern Michigan. Nothing like 
‘his calamity bas ever before happened in 
the United States, the devastation wrought 
by the Wisconsin fires of 1871 being ap 
parently less than that which now 


ravages the doomed peninsula. It 


{s estimated that five hundred people 
have been cut off by the flames and 
burned alive. Harrowing reports of death 
and suffering reach us from various points 


of the region visited by the fire. The sur- 


vivors are, in many instances, blinded and 
maimed; but, worse than all, they are des 
titute of shelter, clothing, and food. Hun- 
jireds of square miles, lately dotted with 
aamlets and villages, are now covered with 
aothing but blackness and ashes. The desti- 
sition of the settlers is very great. Their case 
s one of great urgency and pressing want. 
To give quickly is to give well. New-York 
City is liberal and rich, and it is unlikely 
that this uncommon cry for help will fail 
to meet with a hearty and compassionate 


response. 

The Governor of New-Mexico and the 
acting Governor of Arizona have applied to 
the War Department to furnish arms for the 
white settlers in the districts where Indian 


disturbances are threatened. It is remark- 
able that there should be so much ignorance 
flisplayed by the officers of States and Terri- 
tories concerning their duty and the duty of 
the War Department in such cases as this, 
{If deemed necessary for self-protection, the 
settlers are entitled to arms to be fur- 
pished them by the State or Territory, 
the authorities of which may draw 
from the War Department the quota to 
which said State or Territory is entitled by 
taw. Not until this has been done can the 
Federal Government have any power what- 
ever to arm or organize any voluntary sol- 
fiery, although, in extreme cases, military 
commanders have accepted the services of 
irregular volunteers who have furnished 
their own arms and rations. Yet, whenever 
B panic seizes the population of the frontiers, 
there is an outery for a Government aria. 
ment; and, asin the case of the recent Ute 
_flisturbances in Colorado, there is much 
‘eriticiaro. of the Government. if everybody is 


volunteer generalship. 


Congressman AIKEN has written to the 
Charleston News a singular letter rebuking 
that journal for the temerity which it ex- 
hibited in publishing the statement that the 
negro was a good farmer. In support of its 
argument the News said that the increased 
cotton crop of South Carolina, comparing 
1879 with 1860, proved that ‘‘the negro is 
king in the cotton field.” This incendiary 
statement astounds Congressman AIKEN, 
who declares that the negro is a mere plod- 
der and farm-hand, and that he knows 
nothing of the science of agriculture. Togo 
further, Mr. ATKEN employsthe old argument 
that ‘‘the negro is a tee-total dead failure, 
where not controlled, guided, and super- 
vised by the white man.’’ That is to say, 
the negro is ignorant of farming science, as 
heis of every other of the higher branches of 
knowledge, and he must be controlled by 
the superior race. How long would it re- 
quire to educate the colored man to till his 
own farm profitably, if left to the kindly 
tutelage of the white race? It need not be 
pretended that the negro, born and brought 
up in chattelhood, knows even as much as 
the ‘‘poor white trash’? of South Carolina. 
But neither can it be pretended that the 
negro, hedged in with local laws, designed 
for his repression, will ever learn scientific 
agriculture as it is now carried on in the en- 
lightened State of South Carolina. 





port of Hammamet during an engagement 
between the French and the Arabs, if au- 
thentic, is a very ominous fact for France. 
The town, which liesin the hollow of the 
great bay indenting the eastern coast of 
Tunis, was lately occupied by a force sent 
from Marseilles for the express purpose, the 
intention being to use it asa base for an ad- 
vance into the interior. The Arabs at once 
proceeded to lay waste the surrounding 
country, and after Gen. CoRREARD’s retreat 
from Sourki the enemy advanced up to the 
very gates of the town, confining the French 
garrison within the walls. The report of its 
destruction still lacks confirmation, the tele- 
graph wires having been cut by the Arabs; 
but the story, if true, implies nothing less 
than the storming and burning of the town, 
the probable massacre of the garrison, and the 
lossof France’s ‘‘ base of operations’’ almost 
before she had fairly taken possession of it. 
If all the towns of the principality follow 
the example of Sfax and Hammamet, the 
Tunisian crusade of France will be little 
better than a miniature reproduction of her 
*‘conquest’’ of Moscow in 1812. 


Certain ingenuous Democrats of this re- 
gion, who professed great astonishment and 
incredulity when informed by THE TiMEs 
several weeks since that Mr. S. J. TrnpEn 
was in training for the Presidential nomi- 
nation of 1884, are respectfully requested to 
take a look into Ohio politics. The rural 
newspapers are publishing ‘‘ short editori- 
als,’’ such as were wont to issue from the 
Bureau of Nincompoops, preparing the way 
for TILDEN’S nomination. The handiwork 
of that eminent sage and politician is 
evident all over the State. A prominent 
Ohio Democrat says that the head-quarters 
of his party in that State are ‘‘a dummy 
placed there to attract the attention of the 
outside world,’”’ while TrLDEN and BooKWaL- 
TER’S agents are doing the secret and telling 
work throughout the State.

But neither of these theories will harmonize 
with the existing facts. 





PROTECTION FOR AMERICAN IN. 
DUSTRY. 


We are assured on the authority of the 
American Protectionist, which assumes to be 
an organ of various favored industries of 
the United States, that ‘‘the protectionists 
have taken the offensive.’’ Nothing better 
could be desired by the advocates of 


revenue reform. Heretofore the manufac- 
turers who conceived their interests to be 
identified with the maintenance of the pres- 
ent tariff in all its crudity, inequality, 
and absurdity have been content to 


stand on the defensive. The papal 


watchword, non possumus, they have adopted 
as their own, and the product of fiscal oppor- 
tunism, partiality, and ignorance has been 
endowed with a kind of plenary inspiration 
and been held up as a body of legislation on 


which no reformer might lay profane hands, 


But now it seems that the movement for ‘a 
convention of manufacturers, agriculturists, 
and artisans to urge upon Congress the 
appointment of a commission to revise the 
present tariff in the interest of Ameri- 


can industry’ is really a movement 


‘to carry the war into Africa’ to ‘‘ sweep 
away the free traders by the will of the peo- 
ple from their very strongholds.’”? The 
Executive Committee who have this porten- 
tous movement in charge comprise poli- 
ticians like THurLOw WEED and Simon 
CAMERON, manufacturers with an eye to 
political combinations like Joun Roacu, and 
a variety of Presidents of trade associations, 
from Mr. Morrewu, of the Iron and Steel 
Association, to Mr. WELLINGTON SMITH, 
of the American Paper-makers, and Mr. 
Tuomas Mappox, of the Potters’ Associa- 
tion, of Trenton, N. J. 

The list is a fairly representative one of 
protected American industries, though it 
hails chiefly from Pennsylvania, and though 


there is an almost total absence from it of 
representatives of cotton manufacturers, and 
an entire absence, as far as we can perceive, 
of representative agriculturists or artisans. 


It would not be surprising to hear that the 


proprietors of cotton mills believe they have 
reached the point where they need no pro- 
tection, in fact, where they would be 
greatly helped by the abolition of all 
strictly protective duties. Nor would it 
be remarkable if the agriculturists failed to 
see that the existing tariff was oppressive, 
not protective, in its relations to them, 
while the artisans would need to be very 
judiciously selected to be anything better 
than anelement of discord in the presuma- 
bly harmonious Executive Committee. Let 
us assume, however, that these and other 
manifest defects in the constitution of an 


Executive Committee of manufacturers and 


others pledged to reform, the tariff in 
the interest of American industry will 
be remedied in the convention to be held 


able body of experienced business men and 
politicians confine themselves to urging upon 
Congress the appointment of a commission 
to revise the present tariff? Why, having 
assumed the offensive, should they not come 
together to discuss and formulate the very 
amendments which they expect from half a 
dozen imperfectly informed members of 
Congress? The chances are that the 
members of any conceivable commission 
would be utterly bewildered by the extent 
and variety of the evidence submitted to 
them. There is even a possibility that they 
might regard the interests of the great body 
of consumers as being of at least equal 
weight with the interests of a few hundreds 
or thousands of protected manufacturers. 
If that extraordinary mass of legislative and 
administrative conglomerate known as the 
United States tariff is to be changed, not 
with the view of yielding more revenue, or 
entailing less expense in collection, but 
with the view of diminishing the imports of 
foreign goods, no better commission could 
be devised than that which the protection- 
ists have already appointed. 

We believe it would be entirely safe to ac- 
cept in advance any revision of the tariff 
which might be decided on by a thoroughly 
representative commission of ‘‘manufac- 
turers, agriculturists, and artisans.’’ If 
the cotten spinners conclude that they 
can afford to “‘ protect’’ the native manu- 
facturer of their machinery to the extent of 
40 per cent., if the woolen manufacturer has 
no objection to a50 per cent, tax on im- 
ported fleeces, if the paper-makers like to 
pay toll to the wood-pulp men, the 
sugar refiners prefer to havea bounty given 
to the native planter, the clothing manufac- 
turer believesin paying duty on every par- 
cel of imported thread, trimmings, or 
woolen cloth he uses—if all these and many 
others are ready to approve of making 
the crudest products of our iron and 
copper mines artificially dear by way of en- 
hancing the cost of every fabric which goes 
out of their factories, there would be 
a strong argument in favor of such 
tariff amendments as they might propose. 
But if in addition to these the agricul- 
turist, who pays toll to all and yet has to sell 
his cotton or his grain at the same price to 
the pauper consumers of Europe and the 
presumably rich and prosperous consumers 
at home, were to unite with the artisan, who 
is supposed to be protected against alien 
competition, but is merely bled to foster 
home monopoly, in supporting any revision 
of the tariff made by ‘‘ the friends of Ameri- 
can industry,’’ we should be most decidedly 
inclined to claim for such a production a 


favorable reception and a fair trial. 


We trust, therefore, that the tariff re- 
visionists will continue not only to act on 
the offensive, but that they will carry the 
war a good deal further ‘‘into Africa’’ than 


they have yet done. Their commission 


scheme is entirely too modest, or the ma- 
chinery they are perfecting to carry it 
out is quite needlessly elaborate. An 
Executive Committee of fifty or sixty 
members, representing at least half 
as many associated bodies of man- 


ufacturers, is altogether too ambitious 
an organization for the mere purpose of 
calling a convention to make a simple 
recommendation to Congress. A new digest 
of revenue laws is the proper work for 
them—not excepting internal duties, which 


Senator CAMERON shrewdly regards as the 
most promising field for reductions. Let 
them calla convention to consider and ap- 
prove their work, and then we shall see— 
what we shall see. 


AGRICULTURAL DISTRESS IN THE 
SOUTH. 

The term ‘‘agricultural distress’’ carries 

with it, to Americans, a suggestion of short 

crops and bad land laws in England or Ire- 


land; it suggests an improved market for 
our grain, increased earnings for our rail- 
roads, anda larger ‘‘ balance of trade’”’ in our 
favor. We do not think of agricultural dis- 
tress as an American state of things at all. 


Yet it begins to be certain that there are 


parts of the country in which such distress 
exists or is threatened this year. Wehave 
before us a private letter written by a trust- 
worthy planter who lives in the neighbor- 
hood of Clarksville, Tenn. That region is 


one of lavish plenty; -it is a fat land, where 


ordinarily any man who chooses to work 
may dig a thousand dollars a year out of the 
soil with his own hands. Yet this corre- 
spondent writes: 

“The drought continues. It is two months to- 
morrow since we had more than a sprinkle of rain. 
All vegetation is well-nigh destroyed, and there is 
agreat deal of sickness. Corn crops range from 
one-half to nothing. Tobacco will not average 200 
pounds per acre. Wheat has been mostly sold and 


shipped. Mine is allin the mill—I bad not enough 
to sell—so Iam sure of bread if I can only keep it, 
but even thus early there is talk of bread riots, or 
at least of the forcible taking of what the destitute 
have not money to buy. If tho Winter should bea 
hard one, I tremble to think of the suffering that is 
inevitable. A million dollars will be needed in this 
State alone to buy bread for the starving. I know 
of thirty families here who are now pretty well at 
the end of their supplies, yet whose crops will not 
feed them beyond Christmas, and nobody has 
work to give them whereby to earn a subsistence, 
Generally I oppose in toto Government charity, but 
if that does not interpose in some form, the poorer 
negroes and whites will die like the poor of Ire- 
land.” 


Plainly expressed, this means that some- 
thing like famine threatens one of the rich- 
est agricultural districts of Tennessee, and 
the thought is one to suggest reflection, the 
more particularly because the drought which 
has wrought this result has extended over a 
very large area of country, and there are 


other regions quite as badly off as the one 
from which this report comes. ‘The specu- 
lations of the statisticians respecting the 
probable export of grain this year have been 
broad and general, taking into account only 
the probabilities for the whole country, and 
of course, as a whole, the United States will 


have asurpius of grain, though a smaller 
one than could be wished in view of the 


failure of the British harvest. But out of 


the surplus grown*in some parts of the coun- 
try the people of other districts which usually 
yield a surplus must be fed this year, and 
the extent of this unusual domestic demand 
seems likely to be sufficient to cause some 
reduction in the amount of grain that we 
can spare to Europe. 

We have no antiquated land laws in this 
country to work disaster to farmers, but it 
is worth while to ask if we have not some 
land customs that tend toevil. In the South, 
particularly, land is held in unduly large 
tracts. and there are greatly too many pen- 


sioners upon it. The ‘‘ poorer negroes and 
whites’? who are threatened with famine in 
Tennessee are tenant farmers. They work 
parcels of land which belong to some large 
proprietor, who, with his family and do- 
mestic servants, expects to be support- 
ed out of the proceeds of land cultivated by 
others. Here we have, in fact, precisely the 
state of affairs which is destroying English 
agriculture and reducing Irish peasant 
farmers to starvation. The land that one 
man cultivates is required to support two 
men, and when drought or other cause of 
failure comes, the tenant must receive chari- 
ty or starve. The Illinois and Indiana and 
Iowa farmers who own their little farms of 
forty or eighty or one hundred and sixty 
acres prosper and even grow rich. They 
have money in bank, and a bad year means 
to them nothing more than a loss of profit 
for the time being. They are almost never 
without the means of living through a year 
of crop failure, because their land has only 
its cultivators to support, and their in- 
dustry pays no tribute to a_ proprietor. 
In the South, a region even more capa- 
ble of fruitfulness, the case is different. 
The former planter lives still in the ‘ great 
house,”’ and lives more or less extravagant- 
ly, too. He does not think of cultivating 
the soil himself, or of sending his sons afield. 
He hires hands, or he lets out his land to 
tenants. In either case, his support and 
that of his family is placed as a burden, a 
tax upon the product of the land. Thecrops 
grown in his fields must support him, and 
out of what remains the men who cultivate 
those crops may get a living if they can. In 
good years they can; in bad years they can- 
not, andin the absence of accumulated re- 
sources they are destitute. 


There is need in the South of a general 
breaking up of plantations. There is need of 
smaller farms and better cultivation. Espe- 
cially is there need that thecultivators of the 
land shall own it, and that the agriculture of 
that region shall be freed from the burden 
of maintaining a large proprietary class in 
addition to the agriculturists. This will 
never be brought about by any system 
of legislation. It will come only when 
Southern * land-owners learn to see their 
interests in a true light. They boast of the 
resources of the South, and invite capital 
for their development, while they themselves 
keep half those resources idle in the shape 
of large tracts of uncultivated land. When 
they shall encourage their tenants to become 
proprietors, and shall offer them the induce- 
ment of a reasonable credit in the purchase 


of compact farms, a single short crop will 
no longer involve famine. 


“DYNAMITE PLOTS.” 


The English press are somewhat surprised 
and shocked at the apathy with which the 
frightful threats and violent speeches of the 
Irish Fenians in this country, in regard to 
blowing up English ships and destroying 
thousands of innocent Englishmen, have 
been received by our people. It is true that 
no one here is very much alarmed or shocked 
by these bloody threats. The reports of ex- 
tended manufactories of dynamite, and of 
terrible machines designed to blow up the 
Liverpool docks and the English House of 
Commons, have been listened to by our 
people with profound incredulity and 
indifference. We have always been accus- 
tomed to hear of terrible plots by Irish Fe- 


nians. We know thata number of vigorous 
and discontented exiles are supported here 
by the hard-earned wages of Irish servant 
girls to lay such plots and make such speech- 
esas have been reported. It is a compara- 
tively harmless and not laborious occupation. 


Then, among ourselves, we are accustomed 
} to very violent speeches and inflammatory 
threats and denunciations. Mr. O’Dono- 
vAN Rossa’s fearful diatribes against the 


effete and tyrannical British Empire are as 
nothing to the dreadful denunciations two 
years ago made by Kearney in Union- 
square against the ‘‘ gold bugs,’’ ‘‘ hellish 
capitalists,’’ and _‘‘ hypocritical churches’’ 
of New-York, accompanied with immediate 
threats of bloody revolution and the plun- 


der of the rich by the poor and general an- 
archy. No one interrupted him; no official 
prosecuted him; he had his full and free 
speech, and then disappeared from public 
view, because the public were indifferent 


and he could get no following. 


Citizen Justus

are uttered against society 
as it is in these United States, and 
sentiments of the wildest revolutionary 


character are expressed, while the whole 


American world goes on undisturbed and 


uninjured. This free vent to wild ideas and 
violent feelings, accompanied with 
education, has turned out thus far very well 
in thisccuntry. Socialism, Nihilism, and 


plots of assassination and public de- 


struction have worked off in words 
and done no one any harm. The great 
American public doubt whether there is 
anything more than talk in the Fenian 
threats of dynamite explosives to be used 
for the destruction of English ships. They 
doubt the existence of the alleged manu- 
factories, and of the elaborate conspiracy, 
and even of the machines, supposed to be 
discovered by the British Police in the 
ships at the Liverpool docks. Or, if such 
were discovered, they think it more likely 
to be the work of some one crack- 
brained Fenian, like GuitTEeav, than 
of any associated body of persons. 
Still, Mr. Buarine, in his dispatch to Mr. 
LOWELL, expressed with a vigor hardly to 


have been expected of him the true purpose 
of the American people when he said that 
if there were such atrocious plots, the united 
efforts of the municipal, State, and national 
authorities would be given to discover and 
punish them. And, it must be remembered 
by our English neighbors, that an organiza- 
tion like the Fenian is the last one to be able 
to keep a secret. A thousand blabbing 
tongues belong to it, and scores of the most 
windy demagogues. The very openness 
of their threats and the audacity of their 
disclosures show that there is no real con- 
spiracy. Besides, though science aids the 
conspirator by enabling him to inclose a ter- 
rific explosive power in a box of the size of 
a brick, it so much the more exposes him to 
detection. A manufacturer of this kind of 
clock-work and of dynamite could not long 
remain concealed, especially in a country 
like ours, where so many eyes are on each 
individual.

public. 
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a British passenger ship, attended with loss 
of life, caused by one of these infernal ma- 
chines, the indifference of the American 
people would be at once turned to the ut- 
most horror and indignation. The Fenian 
conspirators would be regarded as hostes hu- 
mani generis, as pirates and public murder- 
ers, and be hunted down by every power 
which not only statute but international 
law could give to the Government. The 
organization would become a horror and 
infamy to the whole Nation. Even in ad- 
vance, however, of such a disastrous con- 
summation, we trust that an act will be 
passed by Congress distinctly condemning 
and fixing the penalty on the preparation 
and exportation of such explosives for ob- 
jects of private or public injury. 


HYDROPROBIA. 


Hydrophobia has always been the despair 
of doctors, Not only has it been impossi- 
ble to find any cure for it, but it has been 
difficult to identify the disease itself. The 
well established fact that the poison may be 
dormant in the human system for so longa 
period as ten—and in one case twenty—years 
before the development of the disease is alone 
sufficient to mark hydrophobia as something 
totally unlike all other diseases. Grave 
doubts have been entertained as to whether 
there really is any such disease, and reputa- 
ble physicians have maintained that what is 
called hydrophobia is either tetanus result- 
ing from the wound made by the teeth 
of a rabid animal, or else is wholly 
the result of an _ excited imagination. 
The weight of evidence, however, clear- 
ly proves that the bite of an animal 
suffering from rabies does frequently inocu- 
late human beings with a disease manifest- 
ing some of the symptoms of tetanus, but 
having a destructive character, and being in 
all cases incurable. Tat Trmgs was the 
first to point out that the Spitz dog is far 
more liable to rabies than is any other ani- 
mal, and there can be no doubt that the 
comparative infrequency of cases of hydro- 
phobia in this country during the last three 
years has been due to the progress which 
has been made in the extermination of the 
Spitz. Still, rabies is a disease to which all 
species of dogs, as well as half a dozen other 
animals, are liable, and it would be vain to 
hope that it will ever totally disappear. We 
cannot exterminate all dogs, cats, foxes, 
wolves, and skunks, and hydrophobia will 
continue to make victims unless a remedy 
for it can be discovered. 

Dr. V. Gautier, a veterinary surgeon of 
Lyons, France, has lately made a most re- 
markable and valuable discovery in regard 
to rabies. It is well known that the virus 
by which rabies is communicated from one 
animal to another, and which produces 
hydrophobia in the human subject, is con- 
tained in the saliva of rabid animals. Hith- 
erto it has been supposed that in order to 
communicate disease this virus must enter 


into the circulation, but Dr. Gautrer has 
found that this isa mistake. The virus acts 
by being brought in contact with the nerves, 
and when introduced into the circula- 
tiorl it acts as a preventive of the 


disease. Astonishing as this  asser- 


tion may seem, there is, apparently, 
no room for doubting it. Dr. Gautier in- 
jected the saliva of a mad dog into the veins 
of ten sheep, and at the same time placed 
the saliva of the same dog in contact with 


the nerves of ten other sheep. The latter all 


died with every symptom of rabies, while the 
other ten remained perfectly well. He. also 
ascertained that when the virus of rabies 
was injected into the veinsof sheep it was 
impossible to produce rabies in them by any 


subsequent experiments. He has thus dis- 
covered that hydrophobia is purely a disease 
of the nerves, and that to inject the virus of 
rabies into the circulation is a certain pro- 
tection against the disease, at least in the 


case of sheep. 


This discovery ought to please the homeop- 
athists, for it shows that after all the 
ancient homeopathist who taught that the 
hair of a dog was the proper remedy for his 
bite was right in principle and erred only 


in detail. We now know that the virus 


which produces hydrophobia when brought 
in contact with the nerves prevents it when 
introduced into the circulation, and we may 
regard itas probable that even if the dis- 
ease cannot be cured when it has once be- 


come fully developed, it can be aborted by 


a prompt injection of the virus into the veins 
of the person who has been bitten by a rabid 
animal. To say that it seems extremely im- 
probable that safety against hydrophobia 
can be secured by the method proposed by 


Dr. GALTIER is no argument against it. 


Nothing could seem more improbable than 
JENNER’S assertion that to inoculate a per- 
son with the cow-pox would secure for him 
immunity from small-pox; but experience 


has proved that JENNER was right. If Dr. 


Gautier has really found a sure protection 
against hydrophobia, he will deserve to rank 
with JENNER in the gratitude of mankind. 
But it must be admitted that experiments 
upon sheep are not absolutely satisfactory. 
Before Dr. GALTIER can confidently assure 
us that he has found a way to protect us 
from hydrophobia he must experiment upon 
men. Here is a splendid opportunity for 
him to show his devotion to science and his 
belief in his own theory. Let him inject 
the virus of rabies into hisownveins. If he 
finds that no symptoms of hydrophobia fol- 
low, then let him employ a mad dog to bite 
him, and so bring his nervous system in con- 
tact with the virus. If he survives this ex- 
periment, he will have no difficulty in con- 


vincing the public and the medical profes- 
sion that he has made a grand discovery. In 
fact, this is the only way in which certainty 
can be arrived at in the matter. He cannot 
risk experimenting upon other people, and 
until he does actually prove by experiment 
that the process which protects sheep from 
rabies will also protect men from hydro- 
phobia it will always be possible for skep- 
tics to say that one cannot argue with safety 
from sheep tomen. Doubtless he will see 
the force of this reasoning, and will bite 
himself with a mad dog at the earliest op- 
portunity, having first injected the virus 
into his veins. Even if he should die of 
hydrophobia, he will be ranked as one of the 
boldest and noblest of medical martyrs.

The Tyrone election in Ireland, resulting in 
the return of Mr. Dickson, Liberal, is quite as sig- 
nificant in his defeat of the Tory as of the Land 
League candidate. The latter, Mr. Knox, belongs 
to one of the three or four families which formerly 
regarded the representation as theirs by prescrip- 
tive right. One seat always went tothe nominee 


of the Duke of AsERcorn, whose brother sat some 
thirty years for the county, but this time, although 
his eldest son, Lord Hamuitton, has had no seat in 
Parliament since his defeat for Donegal, no Ham- 
ruTon came forward, and the Duke, who ten years 
ago had twosons and a brother sitting for Irish 
seats, is new unrepresented in any Irish constitu- 
ency, and this albeit he is an ex-Viceroy, Lord 
Lieutenant of Tyrone, and owner of an estate 
valued at above, $150,000 a year. A more signifi- 
cant example of the decline of the Tory territorial 
influence could not be adduced.

The frequency of the stoppage of railroad 
trains in the West, and the rifling of passengers, 
brings into question: What should be the punish- 
ment of such scoundrels whenever they are caught? 
When it is remembered that robberies of this 
special character, aside from the rifling of the pas- 
sengers, never can be attempted without the risk 
of killing innumerable people, it seems only fitting 
that some extraordinary methods of punishment 
should be used. Sentimentality in regard to such 
offenders is pure waste, and the laws which are 
framed for the benefit of such bandits are quite 
inadequate, in proportion to the crime, In England 
when garroting became a popular method of 
robbery, though the sentimental school were 
violently opposed to the flogging, which was a 
special punishment, added to imprisonment, the 
flogging brought a prompt cessation of this partic- 
ular kind of robbery. We area very free and en- 
lightened people and all that kind of thing, but 
those two crimes of wrecking a train, or rob- 
bing it, should haye some very peculiar 
penalty inflicted upon the perpetrators. If some 
of these modern Claude Duvals were triced up, 
and their backs thoroughly scored with vigorous ap- 
plications of the cat, the rollicking road agent would 
have a great deal of conceit taken out of him. So- 
ciety has a right to make reprisals at times, anda 
good many honest people, of an old-fashioned way 
of thinking, would be glad if those convicted of 
shipping dynamite with intent to kill, or of rob- 
bing or wreckiug trains, were treated quite liber- 
ally to a severe whipping asa preliminary to future 
incarceration. There would be no need of giving 
publicity to such punishment. Ifthe fact were put 
down on the criminal code of a State or Territory, 
and carried out, that so many lashes were to be 
given for offenses of this kind, the éclat these 
scoundrels have would be taken away from them. 
A scarred back would remain through life, but the 
remembrance of the physical pain to such criminals 
would certainly act, as with animals, as a prevent- 
ive against further indulgence in their brutal in- 
stincts,

Cremation in Siam is made a spectacle, at 
least when royalty furnishes the subjects, as ap- 
pears from the account forwarded by the Ameri- 
can Consul at Bangkok of the cremation of the 
late Queen and her infant, who were accidentally 
drowned in the Menam River May 31, 1880. For 
two weeks, as the Consul’s report uninvitingly 
says, Bangkok was “ thronged with visitors from 
all parts of the kingdom, during which time the 
heat was intense, the small-pox appalling, and the 
dust barely endurable.” This was in the middle of 
March, and the ceremonies, nearly ten months 
atter the deaths, are said to have cost halfa million 
of dollars, being the most elaborate ever known in 
Siam. They consisted of religious rites after the 
Buddhist faith, processions, and a medley of races, 
tournaments, games, fire-works, theatrical per- 
formances, wrestling, &c., for the entertainment 
of the populace. Largess was daily thrown to the 
crowds, consisting of small coins and lottery-tick- 
ets inclosed in limes and wooden balls. The torch 
was applied to the funeral pile by the King in per- 
son, and the ashes were thrown into the Menam, 
the unconsumed bones beinginurned. The Siam 
Weekiy Advertiser of March 18 contained an elabo- 
rate account of the whole affair, which was a most 
curious mixture of ingenuity, amusements, and 


despotism. One of “the pretty and really good 
mottoes that were worked and placed on exhibition 
by Lady Prayvan BHACHAKARAWONGSE” informed 
the reader that there are ‘* three things to be pre- 
pared for—change, decay, death; three things to 
admire—intellectual power, dignity, cheerfulness; 
three things to hate—cruelty, ignorance, ingrati- 
tude.” Yet, after mentioning the attentions shown 
to foreigners, and remarking that it is not strange 
that the natives are not unreasonably led to notice 
these, while they themselves are oppressed by the 
unscrupulous, overreaching, and overbearing no- 
bility, the writer naively adds that ‘on all these 
occasions the many-repeating arms of modern in- 
ventions may be seen in good positions to enforce 
good behavior and make it the interest of the peo- 
ple to be law-abiding, peaceful, and honest,” and 
also that ‘‘the bristling Gatling gun, capable of 
clearing extensive ranges, is a wonderful and logi- 
cal pacificator.”’

So nniversal has meat-eating become among 
the dominating races, remarks our Consul-Gen- 
eral at Yokohama, that the praises of beef 
are sung wherever Occidental civilization has 
gone, and’it is not only a popular belief, but 
an aceepted scientifio opinion, that any well- 
fed people must use animal food considerably; 


to have meat to eat frequently is reckoned the 
best proof that the common laborer in a country 
is well favored. Japan, with a popuiation of 
36,000,000, equal to that of the United Kingdom, en- 
gaged in very diversified industry, presents a com- 
plete exception to the rule as to food. Tne 


scarcity of animal food in consequenee of the non- 


intercourse policy, and its almost unnecessary prohi- 
bition by the religious faith, have made a nation of 
vegetarians, except as to fish, which is not forbid- 
den as “‘ flesh.’”” There are now in the country 
hardly more than 1,000,000 cattle; of these, as 
emasculation is not practiced, the males being 
used for breeders, only 600,000 cows can be looked 
to as food, and there are less than 2 head to 
each 100 people, against 73 head in this country. 
Of the 36,000 head slaughtered in 1880; the foreign 
residents and the foreign marine consumed more 
than half. Outside of the treaty ports mutton and 
pork are almost unknown; there is an abundance 
of fowls, both wild and barn-yard, but the common 
people cannot pay for them. The supply and va- 
riety of fish, however, are very large, over 200 
kinds being used as food, and the Government is 
actively working toincrease both. Already proba- 
bly one-half the people eat fish once a day, one- 
quarter several times a week, and the rest several 
times a month. Still, the food of the masses is 
more than nine-tenths vegetable, andthe list of 


this has been made long by their necessity-sharp- 
ened wits. Of cereals, rice is the most important, 
occupying more than half the tilled area in Sum- 
mer; barley, millet, wheat, rye, and corn rank 
next in the quantity produced. There are said to 
be some 250 varieties of rice-seed; a hulled bushel 
weighs 6244 to 65 pounds, and it contains almost 90 
per cent. of starch. The millet is 55 to 
63 per cent, stareh and sugar, 11 to 13 per 
cent. nitrogenous matter, and about 81 
per cent. of nutriment in all, being almost 
equal tothe best American wheat; buckwheat, 
containing 82 to 95 per cent. of nutriment, is also 
grown largely on the lighter soils. Beans and peas 
are more extensively cultivated in Japan than any- 
where else, and there are over 40 varieties. One—the 
soy bean or Nirva-mume—contains 20 per cent. fat 
and 60 of nitrogenous matter, starch, and sugar, 
and closely approaches meat both in compusition 
andin its action onthe body. The sweet potato, 
being very prolific and cheap, ranks next to rice in 
importance, 16,000,000 bushels being the last re- 
ported production. A large white radish, callea 
daikon, growing up to a yard in length and 14 
pounds in weight, is a very common and popular 
food, but the common potato is little used by the 
natives. A surprisingly large list of wild plants 
and sea-weeds is utilized as food. The place of 
sugar is considerably supplied by a preparation 
made from millet or rice and malted barley, the 
starch of the rice or millet being converted by the 
malt, and the product varying from a thick sugar 
or honey up to hard candy, being cheap and in 
large consumption. Sauce, so-called, enters very 
largely into use with food plants; its name is 
shoyu, known to us as soy. The kind almost ex- 
¢lusiyely used is made from wheat and the shoyu 
bean ground in equal parts. It is boiled and 
steamed, theft left to ferment; after being then 
dried in the sun itis allowed to stand awhile ina 
cask of salt water, is then strained and {s ready for 
use, the refuse being fed to cattle. Its flavoris 
pleasant, and it is said to be the basis of most of 
the celebrated sauces put up in England. The 
proof of the pudding being in the eating, it is in- 
teresting to note the testimony that the Japanese— 
arace of good proportion, physique, and strength, 
whose comforts are much less and whose exposure 
is much greater than in case of Western nations— 
live an average life, in length and health fully uo 


to that of the European or American, with a table 
expenditure of not more than one-sixth or one 
seventh that of the latter.

Many hundred officials of the commis- 
sariat have already been dismissed, and other im- 
portant changes have been determined on, witha 
view to further reductions of expenses. i 

Recent sales of real estate in Paris indicate 
fairly well, it is said, the value of property in the 
French capital. Munkacsy, the artist, has bought a 
house in the Avenue de Villiers for 120,000f., and in 
the Boulevard Haussmann two houses have been 
sold for 4,250,000f. A piece of land fronting on the

Fears of the malarial atmosphere which for 
along period was believed to rise about the Pin- 
cian Hill, in Rome, after nightfall appear to have 
altogether disappeared. It is proposed that tbis 
charming spot shall be lighted in order to prolong 
the use of it from afternoon until far into the even: 


ing. Experiments are to be made at first with 
electricity, and if they are successful the electria 
light will be permanently adopted. For evening 
promenades and concerts, it is believed that the 
Pincio would prove itself far preferable to the 
Piazza Colonna. 


Eastern Roumelia, since an autonomous 


Government was established there, has made con- 
siderable progress in popular education. From an 
official report, it appears that 307 new shools have 
recently been opened, making the total numbes 
745, with 50,311 pupils. The Bulgarian population 
of the Province is estimated at 573,000, so that there 
is one school for every 764 inhabitants, and one 
teacher for every 508. Four preparatory classes 
are maintained in these scnools, in which the fol- 
owing branches are taught: The catechism, the 
Bulgarian language, arithmetic, writing, history, 
geography, natural science, singing, and gym 
nastics. 


Zanzibar missionaries from England havs 
got themselves into serious trouble at Mombasa, 
and investigations have fully confirmed the facts 
about them which were telegraphed to London 
two months ago: Certain natives belonging to the 
mission had some of their property stolen, and in 


order to make the servants of several Arabs con- 


fess they had bought it the missionaries flogged 
them. They also cast into prison an Arabof good 
family. Floggings, it appeara, are the rule with 
these missionaries, and severe ones, such as raise 
large wheais upon the skin. Sentences of three 
months’ imprisonment are also common, and mar- 


ried momen, as well as men, are subject to this 
sort of treatment. Apologies have been offered 
and an indemnity, both of which have been ac- 
cepted, but they are said to have been coupled 


with the condition that the missionaries shall be 
removed from Mombasa.

A HURRICANE FROM THE SOUTH.

THE HOT WEATHER SAID TO BE THE FORE- 


RUNNER OF A COAST STORM. 


The midday bulletin received at the Signal 
Service Bureau here yesterday, from the Chief 
Signal Officer at Washington, gave warning of the 
approach of a hurricane from the South. The bul- 
letin stated that since midnight a hurricane had 
made its appearance off the Carolina coast, ** which, 
moving northward, will probably cause easterly 
gales and heavy rains all along the coast as far 
porth as New-York.’’ No further dispatches were 


received during the afternoon explanatory of the | 


character of the approaching storm, but the ope- 


rator at the Signal Office in the Equitable Building 
vas of the opinion that there would be avery 
heavy fall of rain. He said that cautionary siguals 
bad been stationed at Kitty Hawk, Barnegat, 
Saady Hook, and other points along the 
coast. The atmosphere in this City yesterday was 
comparatively cool and quite comfortable. A 
gentile breeze prevailed most of the time, and the 
people on every hand were heard congratulating 
each other on the advent of cooler weather. One 
noticeable result of the decreasing temperature 
‘was the great falling off inthe number of appli- 
cants forthe privileges of the various public and 
private baths. On Thurf€day the Superintendents 
found it utterly impossible to accommodate all 
who came, but yesterday there was no such 
trouble experienced, and the applicants did not 
number one-third of the overheated and perspiring 
crowds of Tuesday and Wednesday. 

The thermometer on top of the Equitable Build- 
ing marked 68° at 7 o’clock in the morning, and by 
11 o'clock the mercury rose to 73°, which was 16° 
less than the temperature of Thursday at the same 
hour. The maximum for the 24hours up to that 
time was 76.8°, and from 11 o’clock in the morning 
to 8in the afternoon, when the instrument regis- 
tered 74.5°, the average was only 64°. The barom- 
meter was nearly stationary during the day, its 
register being 30.15at 7 o’clock in the morning, 
and 30.08 at 3 o’clock P. M. The statistics of the 
evening bulletin, issued at 3:12 o’clock, so far as 
the reports of the condition of the atmosphere 
at different localities was concerned, seemed 
to promise a general rain-fail at those points 
where rain was most needed. The sky in the 
City became cloudy toward dusk, and at 6 o'clock 
the view from the roof of the Equitable Building 
showed a gathering fog over the rivers and harbor. 
The air at that elevated point became perceptibly 
cooler, although this change was not felt fora long 
time in the streets below. The bulletin referred to 
gtates that the atmosphere was *“‘smoky” at vari- 
ous points in New-York, Pennsylvania, Tennessee, 
and Vermont, seeming to indicate a eontinuance 
of the atmospheric phenomena noted in different 
localities during the hot spel] just passed. Threat- 
pening weather was reported from Charleston. The 
highest temperature reported yesterday was at 
Corsicana, Texas, and at Nashville, where the mer- 
cury rose to 94°. The coolest spot was in Dead- 
wood, Daketa Territory, where only 51° was reg- 
latered. Ninety-three degrees was reported from 
Louisville, San Antonio, Shreveport, and Vicks- 
burg, and 91° was registered at Augusta, Cincin- 
pati, Jacksonville, Montgomery, Ala., and 90° at 
Denison.

MR. PARNELL’S FIGHT AGAINST 

1HE LAND ACT. 

HIS DEFEAT IN COUNTY TYRONE REGARDED 
AS A GREAT TRIUMPH FOR THE GOV- 
ERNMENT—SMOOTHING OVER THE DISAS- 
TER AT THE LAND LEAGUE MEETING, 

Lonpon, Sept. 9.—A Dublin correspond- 
ent says the result of the Parliamentary elec- 
tion in Tyrone County is a surprise to all par- 
ties. The Government’s victory is the most 
complete and significant that could have been 
achieved. The Yimes, commenting on the 
election, says: ‘The result disposes finally 
of Mr. Parnell’s pretensions to  poli- 
tical foresight or knowledge of _ the 
popular feeling in Ulster, where the 

Land League boasted that its organization 

had obtained a firm hold.’”? The Zelegraph 

says: ‘‘The result shows that Ulster is willing 
to give the Land act a fair trial.””> The Stan- 
dard says: ‘* Mr, Parnell’s discomfiture is ren- 
dered more complete by the tremendous efforts 
of himself and colleagues during the canvass. 
Their speeches were more than ordinary elec- 


toral harangues, They appealed to the cupid- 
ity of one class of electors and to the patriot,y 
ism of others for the purpose of catching votes 
on every side. It is estimated that Mr: Ripett 
did not poli more than half of the Catholic 
vote.’ 

Mr. Parnell has arrived in Dublin to preside 
at an important meeting of the Land League, 
at which Messrs. Thomas P. O’Connor, Healy, 
Sexton, O’Kelly, and Redmond, members of 
Parliament, and several influential leaders, 
clerical and lay, from various parts of the 
country will be present. It is said that the 
meeting will infiuence, if not determine, the 
decision of the National Convention to be held 
on the 15th inst. 

A telegram from Westport, County Mayo, 
states that the British man-of-war Merlin has 
returned there with 100 Police, who assisted 
in the eviction of 120 persons, all being inhab- 
itants of Innisturk. 

DUBLIN, Sept. 9.—At the meeting of the 
Land League to-day the receipt of contribu- 
tions amounting to £1,289 was acknowledged. 
Mr. Parnell deprecated the idea that the Ty- 
rone election was disastrous or unexpect- 
ed. Nine hundred and _ four _ votes, 
he said, showed a great improvement 
in the county. If he had _ preached 
the Land League doctrine in Tyrone two 
years ago, he would not have escaped alive. 

‘he league had spent no money on the elec- 
tion. He advised the tenant farmersto adopt 
an attitude of reserve and not be demoralized 
by the Land act. The Executive Committee 
ot the league would submit a programme to 
the coming national convention. The move- 
ment was never in a better position. Mr. 
Parnell proposed that the league grant £500 to 
the proposed Irish exhibition of manufactures. 

At the meeting of the Land League to-day 
it was announced that of the £1,289 
received, £1,004 was from America. ‘Mr. 
Parnell, in his speech, intimated that 
at the national convention he would 
move that two additional departments of the 
Land League be created, one to include labor, 
and the other industries. Mr. Parnell’s motion 
to grant £590 to the proposed exhibition of 
Irish manufactures was carried. 

The Viceroy has written to the Lord Mayor 
subscribing £500 to the Irish exhibition of man- 
ufactures. He aays: ‘*‘We may look forward 
with a reasonable, perhaps increasing hope to 
the exhibition taking place at a period of 
tranquility and freedom from outrage and 
agitation.” 
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WILLIAM AND ALEXANDER MEET. 
THE IMPERIAL CONFERENCE AT DANTZIC— 
PRINCE BISMARCK AND M. GIERS PRESENT. 
Dantzic, Sept. 9.—The Emperor William 
has arrived here. He was enthusiastically: re- 
ceived. The Emperor, the Crown Prince 
Frederick William, and the Grand Duke of 
Mecklenburg, wearing the Russian uniform, 
left at 12 o’clock for Neufahrwasser to meet 
the Emperor of Russia. Prince Bismarck, 


who had an hour’s audience with the Emperor 
during the morning, followed immediately. 
The route to the railway station was lined 
by students and members of the imperial 
Guard, who cheered enthusiastically. The Em- 
perors will dine together on board the Hohen- 
zoliern. The Russian ship came in sight at 
11:50 o’ciock this morning. 

The Emperor William, the Crown Prince, 
Frederick William, and Prince Bismarck 
reached Neufahrwasser at 1  o’clock 
and were much cheered. The Em- 
peror William proceeded oon board 
the imperial yacht Hohenzollern, which 
steamed out of the harbor, and was met by 
the Russian yacht with the Czar on board. 
The iron-clad squadron fired a salute. ‘The two 
yachts lay to aiongside of each other. At 2 
o’clock in the afternoon the Czar went on board 
the Hohenzollern and was cordially welcomed. 
The Czar’s yacht was accompanied by two 
small men-of-war. At 3:30 the Emperors 
drove into Dantzic, amid the pealing of 


bells, a salute of artillery, and great cheering. | 


The meeting of the Emperors was most affec- 
tionate. They appeared to be deeply moved, 
and kissed each other several times. ‘The 
greeting between the Czar and the Crown 
Prince frederick William was very warm. 
The Czar conversed with Prince Bismarck tor 
some time. The royal party then lunched. 
The movements of the Emperors throughout 
the day were enveloped in uncertainty. The 
arrangements were altered several times. 

Gen. Count von Moltke, Chief Marshal of 
the German Empire, has sent excuses for his 
absence from the meeting of the Emperors. 

BERLIN, Sept. 9.—Austria has sent a com- 
munication to the Foreign Office here, which 
she earnestly desires to have published, ex- 
pressing entire satisfaction at the imperial 
interview. 

The North German Gazette, referring to its 
contradiction in regard to the place of meet- 
ing of the Emperors, says: ‘‘The activity of 
the international band of assassins justifies the 
course we took in the eyes of évery reasonable 
patriot.”’ 

Lonpon, Sept. 9.—A Vienna correspondent 
says: ‘* The presence of Prinee Bismarck and 
the Russian Foreign Minister, M. Giers, at the 
meeting of the Emperors, can only confirm 
the favorable impression caused by the pro- 
posed meeting, as it is considered a guarantee 
that even the few hours which these two states- 
men pass together will be spent in the interests 
of peace, and contribute to the consolidation 
of the political situation.” 

LonbDon, Sept. 10.—A dispatch from Dantzic 
states that several members of the Russian 
secret Police were in the streets on the arrival 
of the Emperor. 

Lonpon, Sept. 19.—A Berlin dispatch states 
that the Emperors dined at Dantzic at 6 o’clock 
Friday evening. 
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FIGHTING THE ARABS IN TUNIS. 

A SEVERE BATTLE DURING WAHJCH A TOWN 
IS DESTROYED—FRENCH PURCHASES OF 
LAND. 

Tunis, Sept. .§.—A thousand French 
troops have reached Manouba. It is intended 
to concentrate a force there before recom- 
mencing operations in the interior. 

It is reported that a severe engagement took 
place on Wednesday between the French 
troops occupying Hammamet and Arabs, 


during which the town of Hammamet was 
entirely destroyed. No details of the fight 
have been received, all communication with 
the capital being ones res It is reported 
that the French oceupied Lusa on Wednesday. 
A reinforcement of 500 troops has gone to 
Zaghonan. 

Lonpon, Sept. 9.—A dispatch to Reuter’s 
Telegram Company from Paris says that M. 
Roustan, French Minister to Tunis, now in 
Paris, will soon return to his post. 

A dispatch from Tunis gays: ‘(tis an omi- 
nous fact that the Arabs in the disturbed dis- 
tricts have rented no farms for the coming 
season, and famine in the regency is therefore 
inevitable. The French are daily making 
enormous purchases of landed and house prop- 
erty in all directions. Several rich Arabs, in- 
cluding the Prime Minister, are disposing of 
their estates.” 

A dispatch to Reuter’s Telegram Company 
from Tunis says: “A clandestine powder fac- 
tory has been discovered in Tunis. Gen. Cor- 
reard’s column, being resupplied, will start for 
Hammamet immediately.’ 

Paris, Sept. 9.—A dispatch from Tunis says: 
“The Bey’s Government is trying to. prove 
that the interior is quiet so that the 
French may not persist in. the chas- 
tisement of the - ;. but chastisement 
is considered indispensable in order to, show 
the inhabitants the strength of the French, and 
thereby ensure peace. Fifteen hundred men 
have left to occupy Susa. 

AxuGiERS, Sent. 9.—Five Caids have been ar- 
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rested in consequence of the seizure of letters 
showing that they were in communication 
with Bon Amena, and also in consequence 
of the diseovery of stores of gunpowder 

Lonpon, Sept. 10.—A correspondent at 
Paris says: “It is stated that Gen. Chanzy was 
oftered the Governorship of Algeria, but that he 
replied that he left Algeria peaceful, and does 
not care to return to repress a general insur- 
rection caused by mistakes in which he did not 
participate.’’ 

A Eepae from Tunis says Gen. Logerot 
has declared that he will resign if 20,000 more 
troops are not sent.

THE TROUBLES OF 1HE KHEDIVE. 

CONCESSIONS FORCED FROM HIM BY A LARGE 
BODY OF SOLDIERS. 

Lonpon, Sept. 9.—A dispatch from Cairo, 
dated to-day, says: ‘‘ Four thousand soldiers, 
with 80 pieces of artillery, have surrounded 
the Abdin, the Khédive’s residence. They ask 
for the assembling of the nobles and the dis- 


missal of all the Khédive’s Ministers. The 
leaders of the demonstration previously sent 
a circular to the foreign Consuls as- 
suring them that no _ hostile  inten- 
tions were entertained against Europeans. 
The troops also demanded a Constitution and 
the increase of the Array to 18,000 men. The 
British Controller went to the palace with 
the foreign Consuls and _ negotiated with 
the discontented Colonels. Finally the 
English Consul handed them a_ decree 
of the Khédive accepting their demands and 
appointing Cherif Pasha President of the 
Council. The troops then cheered the Khé- 
dive and withdrew. It is thought in Cairo 
that foreign occupation of the country will be 
found imperative.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 


Lonpon, Sept. 9.—The Jewish World 


states that Russia is at last taking active steps 
to suppress any further outrages on the Jews. 

A Geneva dispatch says: ‘* The village of 
Reickenbach, in the Bernese Oberland, has 
been almost destroyed by a fall of stone.”’ 

A meeting was held here yesterday for the 
purpose of welcoming the many visiting tem- 
perance advocates now in London. Mr. Mur- 
phy, of America, spoke in favor of temper- 


ance work. Drs, Daniels and Fradenburg, of 
Philadelphia, also spoke on the same subject. 

The North German Gazette, of Berlin, says 
the Government during the next session of 
the Landtag intend to present proposals for 
the re-establishment of the Prussian Legation 
at the Vatican, which has been informed of 
this intention through Herr von Schloezer. It 
may be presumed that the Pope is willing to 
continue in permanent relations with Prussia 
through such legation, which would enable 
present or future differences to be more easily 
arranged. 

A dispatch from Odessa says: ‘It is re- 
ported that the commission appointed to ex- 
amine the qualities of the Russian Imperial 
yacht Livadia, has come to the conclusion that 
she does not satisfactorily answer the require- 
ments of a sea-going vessel, either ina nauti- 
cal or mechanical sense, as she rolls too much, 
is too slow, too weakly built, and the mate- 
rials usedin her construction are of inferior 
quality. It is therefore suggested to take the 
yacht to pieces and build a gun-boat and threo 
cruisers out of the materials and use the fittings 
and furniture for a third yachtto be built on 
the lines of the origina! Livadia.” 

In to-day’s discussion in the Wesleyan Ecu- 
menical Conference, a majority of the 
speakers decidedly favored the mainte- 
nance of the present system of itine- 
rant preachers, Mr. Warren, an American 
delegate, in consequence of the facts 
adduced relative to the spiritual destitution 
in London, even suggesting that there 
should be a traveling evangelical ministry 
throughout the world. Dr. Peck also 
testified to the value of iteneracy in 
America. There was a similar expres- 
sion of opinion in favor of a system 
of lay preaching, the Hon. J. W. White, 
an American delegate, especially point- 
ing out its adaptability to the needs 
of the working classes. The devotional exer- 
cises at the resumption of the session of the 
Ecumenical Conference to-day specially re- 
ferred to President Garfield. 

Lonpon, Sept. 10.—A Paris dispatch says it 
is reported that the Bonapartist Deputy Ca- 
zeaux has become a Republican.

THE UPRISING OF THE APACHES. 


MOVEMENTS OF THE TROOPS—ARMING OR- 
GANIZATIONS OF THE CITIZENS. 

San Francisco, Sept. 9.—The following 
information was obtained from military head- 
quarters here: ‘‘Gen, Willcox, at Willcox 
Station, Arizona Territory, telegraphs as fol- 
lows, under date of Sept. 8: ‘No new reports 
of the situation, except that George’s band of 
White Mountain Indians, who have been at 
the sub-agency on the Gila for years, are re- 
ported out.

A dispatch from Tuscon says: ‘‘Gen. Will- 
cox to-day telegraphed to Acting Governor J. 
J. Gasper that the Secretary of War author- 
izes thesale of arms and ammunition, but there 
are few, if any, surplus arms at the posts. He 
wants to know the number the Governor de- 
sires to purchase, as only for organized com- 
panies can arms be drawn without purchase, 
The Governor is now in telegraphic communi- 
cation with the General to ascertain the num- 
ber of arms that are to be had, the price, and 
from what points they can be furnished, and 
also if armscan be issued to companies now 
reported as Jegally ee 

A dispatch from Phoenix, Arizona, says 
McIntosh’s woman, a Tonto squaw, states 
that the Indians are 900 strong, and that they 
have divided into three parties, one watching 
the country between Fort Apache and the 
reservation, one moving down to Tonto Creek, 
and the third coming by way of Sierra 
Anehas, through Pleasant Valley. McIntosh 
is a trustworthy half-breed, and has been a 
good guide and scout. A large meeting was 
held here last night, and a strong resolution 
was passed against the Indian policy of the 
Government, and demanding that the Indians 
be turned over to the military and citizens. A. 
Militia company is forming, to protect the 
settlers in Tonto if needed. 

A dispatch from San Carlos received 
this morning says: ‘“The Rev, Mr. 
Wingar, accompanied by his’ wife 
and four children, Mrs, Chandler Matron, 
Mrs. Hewart, and Mr. and Mrs. Hollister, 
have arrived here. Mr. Wingar is here to 
placc his family in safe quarters, after which 
he will return to the reservation. Mr. 
Hallister, store-keeper, and his wife, who 
was a teacher in a school, but has resigned, 
will not return. An attaché of the 
Citizen sought out Mr. Wingar to ton 
the condition of affairs at the agency. r. 
Wingar reports a great deal of excitement ex- 
isting; there are many contradictory ru- 
mors current, but no danger is apprehended 
at the agency. It is not known how 
many Indians are hostile, but 1t is estimated 
by judges that there are 400, a portion 
of these at Cibicu.. Besides those who 
are actually engaged at Cibicu, and 
who are thus committed, there are 
others disaffected who go out to commit 
depredations, steal stock and murder 
those they meet and next day are on the 
reservation like good Indians, drawing ra- 
tions. Thatis the kind of warfare he thinks 
will be carried on. Those who are known by 
their participation in the Cibicu affair will 
euaeubsediy remain outside the reserva- 
tion on the warpath. Those not 
known will use reservation as a_re- 
treat after committing depredations outside, 
It is not known who was the leader or insti- 

ator of the Cibicio affair. Some of Piedro’s 

and are said to have been in it, but he was 
not, and it is not knwn that he had anything 
to do with it. He disputes the Yache account 
of the affair, and thinks that the feast was to 
start the Indians on the warpath.

SEEKING LIGHT ON THE MURDER 
OF JENNIE CRAMER. 
ANOTHER OF JAMES MALLEY’S LETTERS— 


TWO WITNESSES WHO WATCHED THE 
PROCEEDINGS IN THE ELLIOTL WOUSE— 
MR. CRAMER AND THE NEW-HAVEN 
POLICE, 


New-Haven, Sept. 9.—When the Malley 
boys were brought from jail this morning their 
custodian thought it would be a good thing to 
allow them the benefit of a little sea breeze, and 
they were taken a short ride down by the shore 
before appearing in court. Justice Booth had been 
in consultation with State’s Attorney Doolittle as to 
admitting a letter which the defense had objected 
to as not being without additions by another hand 
than that of the writer, and had concluded to admit 
it. It was as follows: 

Dear: I will call upon you this evening at about 8 
o’clock. Let me know by bearer if you will be at home. 
Respt. Yours J. M. 

The objection on the part of the defense to the 
admissibility of the letter was based upon the cir- 
cumstance that Coroner Bollman had written under 
it the following note:

His first 
er. 


Mrs. Minnie Klippstein, wife of Charles Klipp- 
stein, a barber, told the court who and what she 
saw from her place of observation, across the 
street from the Elliott House, in Chapel, and near 
the corner of Olive, street. Mrs. Klippstein first 
saw Jennie on Wednesday before the Satur- 
day when her body was founda. It 
was 5:50 o’clock in the afternoon, and 
Jennie was standing by a front window of the 
hotel, just over the office. The witness said: “I 
should think it was the sixth window from Olive- 
street; there was a lady at the other side of the 
hotel window, sitting down; Jennie was dressed in 
white. ,I can’t describe much about the other lady. 


Jennie appeared to be looking at the men passing 
in the street. She dodged back once, as if she had 
seen some one she knew and did not wish to be 
seen. I saw her that same eveningin the same 
room at 8 or9 o'clock. A gentleman who I did 
not at that time know wasin the room with the 
giris. There wasadim light inthe room, and the 
windows were open. Jennie was apparently get- 
ting ready togo home. There were, I could see, 
a bed and lounge in the room, but I could not 
see all over the room. The next day, Thurs- 
day, I saw the two ladies, not knowing then 
who the other lady was with Jennie. It 
was in the afternoon between 2 and 8 o’clock. 
They were in front of the private entrance 
of the Elliott House. I saw them again at 7 o’clock. 
Miss Cramer was standing at the same window as 
on the evening before. She was fixing her mitts or 
something on this [the right] arm. The other lady 
was at the window with her. sitting on a chair. 
Soon afterward I saw them go up Chapel- 
street. It was about 7:80 o’clock. {It 
will be remembered that Blanche Douglass 
still adheres to her atory that the last 
she saw of Jennie was Thursday noon; when she 
saw herona horse car onthe way toward West 
Haven.] It was not very light, but I could see that 
Jennie was dressed in white and the other 
lady in black. They were in company with a 
gentleman, a short young man, when they went 
up Chapel-street, at 7:80 or 7:40 o’clock. I saw 
the other lady and two gentlemen in front of the 
Elliott House Friday evening. They were talking 
together. This lady and one gentleman went to 
ride. The other gentleman went up Chape’-street. 

Q.—Do you see any one in court that you saw in 
front of the Elliott House Friday evening? A.— 
Yes, Sir, that man, [pointing to Walter Malley.] 

a tag you see anybody else yousaw there? A.— 
NO, SIT. 

The cross-examination occupled a long time with- 
out affecting the subject matter related. So sharp 
and exciting was the cross-examination of the wit- 
ness on the subject of her memory that she became 
much agitated and began to cry. 

Mrs. Wiliam S. Crofut, who also lives across the 
street from the Elliott House, and who is a friend 
of Mrs. Klippstein, took the witness chair with a 
self-confidant air. She said she had known Jesnie 
Cramer by sight for a year. She knew Walter 
Malley by sight also, and now knew James 
Malley, On the Wednesday before the finding 
of the body she looked across the street 
from the doorway of the millinery 
store, where she works, and saw Jennie in a room 
over the Elliott House office. It was about 5:30 
o'clock. There was a lady with Jennie dressed in 
black; Jennie was in white. About? o’clock they 
left the hotel and went up Chapel-street. The next 
evening, about the same time, Mrs, Crofut saw 
them again together a short distance above 
the Elliott House entrance. They were dressed 
as upon the previous evening. The next evening 
(Friday) she saw the other lady (Blanche Douglass) 
come out of the hotel entrance and get intoa 
buggy and drive off witha young gentleman. An- 
other young man stood upon the sidewalk until 
they drove off, and then he went up the street. 
Mrs. Crotut said: ‘‘One of the young men I have 
seen since—the one who went toride. Tnat is the 
one with a flower in his button-hole, [pointing out 
Walter.] The one who didn’t go is, I think, that 
gentleman, [indicating James,|] but I will not 
be positive.”” The witness was positive that 
she could not be mistaken, and that she 
saw Jennie Cramer and Blanche Douglass 
Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday evenings. 
On the cross-examination she said she had seen 
Jennie on excursions and at sociables. She saw 
her on the Grand Republic a year ago, the witness 
going with her husband. She did not know but 
she might have talked over the matter in the store 
of Brown, Bolton & Co. The State objected to 
this line of questions. The defense stated there 
was a reason for it which would not be divalged 
now, and the Justice ruled it out. 

Mrs. Charles H. Miller resides at Chapel and 
Union streets, one block above the Elliott House. 
Her husband isthe proprietor of a billiard-room. 
The Miller family and the Cramer family have been 
intimate for a long time, and Mrs. Miller had known 
Jennie for 14 years. She testified as follows: ‘I 
knew Blanche Douglass at the Austin Honse, the 
Saturday on which the body was found. She had 
registered as B. Clemens. I was taking my meals 
at the hotel. I last saw Jennie alive the Thursday 
before she died. She walked past my house on the 
opposite side of the street, going toward the Elliott 
House, between 2:30 and 3 o’clock. There was a 
lady with her who had on a dark skirt and a gold- 
brocaded waist. I couldu’t see her face, but could 
just see the tip of her hat. She carried a black 
parasol. Jennie worea white hat anda white dress, 
with a blue silk sash. [| saw Jennie’s face, and have 
since seen the party she was with at the Austin 
House and at Sheriff Peck’s house in West Haven. 
I know James Malley, Jr., and saw him in company 
with Jennie Cramer Thursday evening, either the 
16th or the 17th of July. Jennie called on me and 
asked me to go to West Haven the next day. 
James was down stairs waiting for her, and she 
introduced metohim. Thatisthe one. [Indicat- 
ing James Malley.] Thenext evening I went to Mal- 
ley’s store with Jennie Cramer. On Wednesday 
evening, July 26 or 27. I saw Jennie Cramer and 
Blanche Douglass walking down Chapel-street to- 

ether. When I identified Blanche at Mr. Peck’s 

ouse she told me that on that Thursday (Aug. 4) 
she wore a dark skirt. a gold-brocaded basque, and 
a hat with blue plumes. This was the same dress 
I have testified to.” 

The court adjourned to 10 o'clock A. M. Monday.

Much has been said as to the management of the 
authorities in their efforts to trace the murderer 
of the unfortunate girl. Mr. Cramer went to the 
Elliott House Thursday to find his child, and was 


* deceived with the story of Blanche Douglass that 


Jennie had gone to New-York. The old man went 
to the depot and vainly hunted :for her through 
the train. His wife that atternoon wentto Mal- 
ley’s store and saw James, who told her nothing. 
The old people consulted together. Mrs. Cramer 
suggested that her husband should seek the aid 
of the Police. He was acquainted with De- 
tective Brewer, who has done about all the ef, 
fective work that has been done in the case, 
and so went to the Police office to see him. 
Brewer was not there and would not return until 
the following day. Mr. Cramer did not make his 
business known to any one else at the Police office 
that night. The next day he saw Detective Brewer 
early in the morning, and told him of the 
missing girl Brewer informed Mr. Cramer 
that it would not do for him to act, as the Board of 
Police Commissioners had a rule requiring all mat- 
ters to go to the Chief of Police first. Mr. Cramer 
went to the Chief and told him of his loss, of Jennie’s 
intimacy with Bianche Douglass and the Malleys. 
Chief Webster, in a perfunctory way, asked Mr. 
Cramer how old Jennie was, and was informed 
that she was 20 years of age. Ths Chief then said: 
**Well, she’s of age, and we can’t have anything 
to do with it, but I_guess she'll turn up 
all right.” This, says Mr. Cramer, was on 
Friday morning. ‘‘The Chief gave me no satiafac- 
tion whatever and declined to assist in looking her 
up. I knew it was of no use forme to go to Detec- 
tive Brewer, owing to the rule, and so I went 
home.” The queer quarrel between the authori- 
ties of West Haven and New-Haven when the pur- 
suit of the murderer should have been swiftest 
was another exceedingly faulty matter.

Itis said the infant was placed, head downward, 
in a coal-scuttle filled with water and covered with 
a wash-tub. It is now charged that a yearago last 
April the woman gave birth toachild which was 
murdered with a hammer by Westbrook and 
thrown into the Delaware Rivernear by. The man 
is said to be of desperate character, who cannot be 
arrested without a deadly struggle. Prosecutor 
Cochran is investigating the crime, 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 9.—Charles Thompson, 
until recently the clerk at the St. Lawrence Hotel, 
Bowery-place, New-York, was arrested here last 
night at the instance of PaulS. Schutzler. At the 


hearing this morning Schutzler testified that he 
arrived in New-York City on Monday last, intend- 
ing to take a ateamer for Europe on the 
following day. He secured a@ room at the 
St. Lawrence Hotel, and just previous 
to retiring for the night, handed over to Thomp- 
son, who was a clerk at the place, a valuable gold 
watch and chain and $120in money for safe-keep- 
ing. On Tuesday morning, when he made inquiries 
for Thompson, he was informed by the proprietor 
of the hotel that Thompson had mysteriously dis- 
appeared during the night, taking with him all the 
money, &¢e., that had been intrusted to his care by 
the guests of the house. Henry Rowe, a compan- 
ion of Thompson, was also arrested, and both 
prisoners were committed to prison to await a re- 
quisition from the authorities of New-York. 


UNIONTOWN, Penn., Sept. 9.—The Grand 
Jury of Fayette County to-day returned true bills 
against the seven Molly Maguires charged with the 
murder of Maurice Healy on June 26 last. The 
principals in the murder are alleged to have been 
John Kane, who was committed without bail, Pat- 
rick Dolan, Michael Dolan, and James McFarland, 
while three others were accessories. 


DENVER, Col., Sept. 9.—The Police last even- 
ing arrested five women and three men belonging 
to a notorious band of robbers, and detectives 
are on the track of other members of the band 
who are operating in other towns. These robbers 
are mostly from Missourl and Kansas, where they 
are said to have blown open over 50 safes within 
the last two years. Over $5,000 worth of property 
has been recovered. ‘ Kid’? Laureas, supposed to 
be Mer leader of the band, was among the eight ar- 
rested. 


BALTIMORE, Sept. 9.—An attempt was made 
this morning to robthe vault of the Baltimore 
Savings Bank, at Gay and Second streets. Four 
men entered the Treasurer’s room, where were 
several customers of the bank, and one of them 
engaged the attention of the Treasurer by asking 
about investments, holding in his hana several 
United States bonds. Another then walked back 
toward the vault in a rear apartment, but his 
movement was observed by one of the clerks, who 
followed aad arrested himin front of the vault. 
The other three retreated hastily, and thus far 
have escaped. The man arrested gave his name 
as Thomas Smith, and he is held for examination. 
The Police are on the trail of the others, one of 
whom has a clerical appearance. 

DANVILLE, Va., Sept. 9.—Near Whitmill, 
in this county, yesterday, Robert Williams and his 
wife had a quarrel, whereupon the wife left home 
and went to a neighboring magistrate and 
obtained a warrant for the arrestof Williams. The 
magistrate appointed Williams's own son as a spe- 
cial constable to execute the warrant. On the ar- 
rival at Williams’s house with the warrant, the 
body of Williams was found lying upon a bed- 
quiltin the vard. His head had been nearly sey- 
ered from the body with an axe, which was lying 
beside it. No living person was found in the 
house, but it wasascertained thattwo daughters 
of Williams, who had been left with him by their 
mother when she went for the warrant, had fied 
after having perpetrated the murder, and have not 
yet been arrested. Williams was an educated 
man, of good family, but addicted to drink, and 
dangerous when drunk.

Lone Brancnu, N. Ji, Sept. 9.—John Arm- 
strong; of Seabright, was taken before Justice 
Brinley this morning charged with breaking open 
a trunk belonging to Judson Stiles, of the same 
place, and stealing $200 therefrom. When taken 
tnto custody only $107 of the stolen money was 
found in the thief’s possession.

CONSTABLEVILLE, N. Y. Sept. 9.—R. N. 


Isaac, Police constable of this village, beingin the 
possession of a warrant for the arrest of an ex-

to arrest him. He found the priest with his brother 
Patrick, both armed with scythes.

A TOWN BESIEGED. 


AN UPRISING OF THE MATAGALPA INDIANS 
—REINFORCEMENTS JUST IN TIMB. 


Panama, Aug. 31.—The insurrection among 
the Matagalpa Indians on March 30 left evil results. 
The tribes, three or four in number, all more or 
less savage and pagan, have since then been ina 
disturbed condition, and have on various occasions 
manifested a hostility to the authorities. The re- 
volt of March'was ascribed to the influence of the 
Jesuits, who, two months later, were expelled 
from thg republic. Notwithstanding the absence 
of their leaders, the Indians felt themselves power- 
ful enough to continue the struggle. A month or 
two of preparation, through the aid of enemies of 
the Government, enabled them to obtain good 
arms and ammunition—national rifles, in fact 
—sufficient for half their effective force, 


which cannot be less than 410,000 war- 
riors. Their first demonstration since their expul- 
sion from the neighborhood of Matagalpa by a 
handful of citizens was ‘an attack, July 20,ona 
small picket at the pueblo of Yricul, a mountain- 
town in the midst of the Indian country. After a 
fruitless resistance, the picket retired to Mata- 
galpa. Four days efterward the Indians attacked 
the pueblo of Esquipulas, killed tne Captain in 
command, the commissary, and 4 young telegraph 
operator named Vega, who was stricken down 
while repairing a break in a Government 
telegraph line. The slaughter of various 
persons followed—some of them _ Indians 
who had _ refused to join the malcontents 
—and horrible outrages were inflicted upon others. 
On Aug.5 a more serious danger menaced the 
whites in the department, as the capital, Mata- 
galpa, was regularly besieged by an immense throng 
of Indians numbering from 5,000 to 7,000. They 
were armed with national rifles, old rifles, shot- 
guns, and bows and arrows, and threatened with 
extermination the 2 te ecg reduced by the flight 
of numbers from the terrors of the preceding fort- 
night. A hundred and seventy men defended the 
plaee, but the Indians slowly occupied all 
the houses in the outskirts of the town. 
On the 10th, when the _ assailed party 
was on the brink of despair, rein- 
forcements under Capt. Moriera forced their way 
into the city, after contending for more than a 
league with the besiegers, and the Indians found 
before them a more serious task, The besieged be- 
came the assailants, and, charging the undisci- 
plined hordes, drove them in confusion back to 
their mountain fastnesses. The Indians lost in 
killed and wounded 500 of their number. The 
other party had 28 killed and a number wounded. 
Two young men captured by the Indians were 
shot, the Indians giving no quarter. At the last 
accounts everything was quiet. The Government 
has strongly fortified Matagalpa and several adja- 
cent points, and is acting vigorously against tne 


Iodians.

B, Sanborn, temporary Chairman, who gave an ac- 
count of the organization of the first association 
in England in 1857, and the branches or depart- 
ments which had arisen from time to time. This 
department was opened at the New-York meeting 
of 1874, and the Conference of Charities, now hav- 
ing an official organization of its own, is an out- 
growth of the Social Economy Department. 

Among the papers laid before the Social Econo- 
my Department to-day wa3cne on ‘* Some Points 
in Municipal Finance,’”? by Mr. William F. Ford, 
editor of Bradstrect’s. It was read by Mr. San- 
born. The following is a brief abstract of Mr. 
Ford’s paper: The circulars issued by New-York 
brokers about 1870 dwell upon the exceptional 
yalue of municipal bonds as investments, owing 
to the fact that a city in borrowing money, al- 
though exercising a sovereign power, contracts as 
a private corporation, and was, therefore, amena- 
ble to the courts in relation to the enforcement of 
contracts; in short, that a city should be compelled 
to pay its debts through the application of the 
writ of mandamus. Harm was done by leading the 
investing classes to purchase city bonds freely 
without giving due attention to the condition of a 
given city and the amount of obligations it might 
be issuing. Later experience has shown that the 
writ of mandamus is all powerful only about as far 
as itis not really needed; in other words, that a 
rate of taxation eo high as to seriously encroach 
upon the bread and butter of a community cannot 
be collected. The attempt todo so causes a de- 
population of the city. In contrasting the rise of 
municipal credit in the United States with its origin 
in England it was pointed out that, while in Eng- 
land the doctrine that a municipality has an implied 
io to borrow money has never obtained tangi- 

le foothold, it tas been held by some of our State 
courts that a city has such an implied power merely 
by virtue of its existence as a body corporate and 
politic. It was shown how the partial acceptance 
of this doctrine in the Unitea States has done harm 
by furthering the extension of the credit system 
here as a distinctive feature of local government. 

An outline was given of the conflict in the courts 

in relation to the law of municipai bonds. The 

rulings of the United States Supreme Court have 
been dangerously near the pernicious doctrine that 
municipal bonds have the qualities of commercial 
paper. Danae. it can now be said that 
the country has fairly escaped the perils 
which would have followed the adoption 
of this doctrine, and that, in  conse- 
quence, the purchaser of a municipal bond 
is bound to inquire into the legality of its issue. 

The pernicious influence of the borrowing busi- 

ness as a feature of local government in the United 

States was dwelt upon, and the assertion made 

that the history of the Tweed régime in New-York 

City, instead of going to prove, as is often assert- 

ed, the failure of the representative principle in 

dense communities in America, was no more nor 
less than an abuse of credit unwisely granted. Mr. 

Ford gave a summary of reports received from the 

priticipal cities of the United States, showing a 

widespread improvement in the condition of muni- 

cipal finances. 

Prof. Alexander Bell gave an address on the 
education of the deaf. He was opposed to the 
sign language favored by Prof. Gallaudet in the 

aper read before; it was nota naiural language, 
te urgec, but a foreign and arbitrary one. He 
advocated the teaching of oral language to the 
deal. and believed that all deaf persons could be 
taught to speak. ‘‘We, who hear, are years in 
learning to talk, and we shouid not expect the deaf 
to learn in too short atime. A child who becomes 
deaf after learning to talk should not be sent to 
an institution where the sign language is taught. 

Many children have been made dumb by being sent 

to an institution where only the sign language is 

taught.” He agreed with Dr. Gallaudet that small 
institutions were better than large ones. The fewer 
defectives were congregated in one body the better. 

Mr. Robert Treat Paine, Jr., of Boston, read a 
report on ‘Homes for the People.’’ Foul homes, 
he said, are a source of crime and disease. Givea 
man good wages and compel him to live in a poor 
and dirty home, and you too often produce degre- 
dation, intemperance, crime, and pauperism.” The 
report was interspersed with extracts from letters 
from persons in New-York and Brooklyn who 
have devoted themselves to the improvement of 
tenement-houses, telling of the benefits result- 
ing from their efforts. He advocated the 
formation of co-operative building associations 
like those in Philadelphia. After giving the 
benefits derived from the habit of saving, refer- 
ence was made to the evils of tenement life, the 

rincipal of which was the influence of the bad 
bor. girl, or adult on the inhabitants. 

Adison Burke, of Philade!phia, read a paper on 
the ‘* City of Homes and its Building Associations.” 
He claimed thatthe credit of its being the health- 
lest city in the world was due to the great number 
of private homes and the absence of tenement- 
houses in Philadelphia as a distinctive feature. 
There was the fact that each house was complete 
in itself, and there was no such mixing of families 
as was the case in other cities. A full statement of 
the working of the Co-operative Building or Sav- 
ings Fund was given. He admitted the improve- 
ments made under the Massachusetts law. It was 
not necessary to have capitalists to form those as- 
sociations, but only men of integrity and good 
business habits. 

Mr. John, Hilts, of Washington, gave tome ac- 
court of the homes there. There were no such 
kinds of tenement-houses as were known in New- 
York. Every regular citizen seemed to desire to 
have a home for himself. A system of associated 
homes had been started in Washington, which was 
described. ‘ 

A report, written by Martia Brimmer, of Boston, 
on “ Art in its Relation to the People,’’ was read 
by the Chairman of the department. The report 
deprecated the fascination of the people for new 
things just because they were new, and advocated 
the teaching of drawing in schools, and freely 
criticised the various art methods. 

A discussion followed on the subject of build- 
ing associations, during which the statements of 
the failures of the system in other places than 
Philadelphia were related and explained. 

The President, pefore declaring the session final- 
ly closed, called attention to the gratifying fact 
that the attendance had been larger this year than 
at any of the previous sessions. The next session 
will be held at this place in September, 1882.

The speculation on the Stock Exchange 
was characterized by considerable excitement, 
and the share market was feverish and unset- 
tled throughout the entire day. The effect of the 
Hannibal and St. Joseph ‘‘ corner,” by which 
a stock, considered very dear at 90, was put 
up to 200, showed itself onall sides, and the 
shorts rushed to cover with a force which 
sent the entire list several points higher. Ohio 
and Mississippi was singled out as the leader 
of the upward movement and this stock, 
which has been in the hands of a Receiver for 
years past and which is confessedly 
in a bad financial condition, was ad- 
vanced from 391, to 60, but subsequent- 
ly reacted to 4544. For some days past 
there have been rumors of a ‘‘ corner,’ but as 
it was generally believed that the stock was 
widely distributed the statements caused no 
uneasiness until to-day, when two or three of 
the large shorts attempted to cover and a gen- 
eral seare resulted. What effect all this dis- 
turbance will have on the public mind cannot 
be foretold, but it seems to be the general 
opinion in Wall-street that it will be injurious 
in its results. It will be almost certain to 
eliminate the entire short interest from the 
market, and thus leave it defenseless against 
an attack which the bears are very likely to 
make upon the first opportunity. This fact 
renders buying extremely hazardous, and 
consequently the outside public are not 
operating to any extent at the present 
time. The general market was irregular in 
the early dealings, but at the first board prices 
advanced to 54g # cent. New-York and 
Metropolitan Elevated, Denver and _ Rio 
Grande, Colorado Ceal, Louisville and Nash- 
ville, and Texas Pacific being most prominent 
in the improvement. This was followed by a 
reaction of ly to2% #@ cent., which was most 
marked in Denver and Rio Grande, New-York 
Elevated, and Louisville and Nashville. 
During the afternoon the dealings were irregu- 
lar and very feverish, but at the second call 
prices again took an upward turn, and there 
was another advance of lf to 244 # cent. Han- 
nibal and St. Joseph common sold at 190 and 
200, the transactions aggregating only 475 
shares. The market binned seuneisied and lf to 
3 @ cent. from the best figures of the day, ex- 
clusive of Ohio and Mississippi, which closed 
14% # cent. lower than the highest point.

LOCAL BUSINESS TROUBLES. 
SUDDEN FAILURE OF. THE NEW-YORK SILKE 
MANUFACTURING COMPANY. 

The failure of the New-York Silk Manufac- 
garing Company, of No. 70 Greene-street, and at 
Marion, N. J., was announced yesterday by Brad- 
street’s. Tho failure, which was sudden and un- 
expected, caused great surprise in the trade. The 
company was generally regarded asin flourishing 
circumstances, and its officers had claimed that it 
had a very large surplus. It had spent large sums 
in machinery and in fitting up the factory 
at Marion, and had started several additional 
pranches of the manufacturing as experiment. In 
order to raise money to pay for the large amount 


of new machinery. treasury stock was sold, and it 
was stated yesterday in the trade that a consider- 
able amount of shares were purchased and puid for 
in notes which, when they fell due were not met by 
the makers and were protested. At the office of 
the company the officers declined to give any in- 
formation regarding the cause of the failure or the 
actual condition of the concern. It was learned, 
bowever, from other sources that two notes went 
to protest on Wednesday, and the iaability to raise 
money to meet them precipitated the fail- 
are. The amount’of the liabilities is not definitely 
known, but estimated at $150,000, exclusive 
of the capital stock. It is said that the Board of 
Trustees are personally liable forthe debts of the 
company, as it does not publish statements accord- 
ing tothe law. The value of the assets depends 
largely upon whether the company will be allowed 
to continue the business. While itis thought by 
some of the interested parties that there are 
enough assets to satisfy all the liabilities, it was 
Btated yesterday bya gantleman connected with 
the company that in his opinion the concern could 
not pay more than 50 cents onthe dollar. The fail- 
are is surrounded by considerable mystery, and 
the exact state of affairs will probably not be 
known until the statement {s prepared, which will 
require about 10 days’ time. 
radatreet’s reports state that the company was 
organized in 1878 under the laws of this State, with 
an authorized capital of $150,000. It commenced 
operations on a limited scale at the factory in 
Twenty-seconé-street, near Tenth-avenue, but 
graduaily increased the number of looms and ma- 
‘chinery. In April, 1876, the company was reor- 
ganized and the stock increased to $500,000. In the 
Spring of 1880 additional capital was solicited to 
conduct the business on an enlarged ecale; the 
stockholders turned into the treasury of the com- 
pay 3,200 shares out of. 5,000, and more than one- 
half of this treasury stock, it is said, was sold at 
‘$75 pershare. In Jnly, 1880, the company leased 
he building at Marion, N.J., formerly occupied 
iby the Marion Watch Company. A large amount 
of machinery and tools was purchased and consid- 
erablo money was spent in improvements. By this 
means the working capacity was largely increased, 
and it was claimed that the expenses were much 
jless than in the old factory in West Twenty-second- 
fetreet. The statement of the company showing 
fits condition on Jan. 1, 1881, gave assets—ma- 
hinery, $67,344 46; merchandise, raw and in 
rocess of manufacture, $60,197 37; store goods, 
$1,617 59; bills and accounts receivable, good, 
$20,648 95; cash, $3,000; total assets, $152,808 37. 

iabilities—Bills payable and accounts, $58,658 32; 
net assets, $94,150 15. In acircular dated Feb. 1, 
1881, soliciting subscriptions to the stock of the 
ompany, the approximate value of the assets was 
given at $314,000, which included inventions 
sand franchises, upon which a value of $150,000 
jhad been placed; the liabilities were stated 
at $56,000, thus leaving net assets $258,- 
000. The circular claimed that the stock 
‘was then earning $20 per share, with prospects of 
greater dividends. The stock was offered at $80 per 
hare, and it is said a considerable amonnt was 
sold at that price. The company continued to in- 
crease its machinery, which in July was valued at 
$100,000, the liabilities at that time being $96,000, 
and a surplus of $160,000 was claimed. In the trade 
the credit of the concern increased as its business 
improved, and it was thought by many of tbe im- 
porters that the company was making money, as 
all their engagements had been promptly met. The 
company employed upward of 300 operators in the 
mill at Marion, most of whom were French 
Canadians. It manufactured narrow silk 
goods, ribbons, hat-bands, suspender web- 
bing, belting, neckties, and hosiery; the 
Jatter branch was recently started, and a 
eonsiderable amount of money was spent in 
machinery to put the department in thorough 
working order. The officers of the company were: 
President—William A. M. Grier, banker, of Hazle- 
ton, Penn.; Treasurer—W. J. Harris; Secretary— 
Joseph Minchin, Jr.; Manager—James T. Minchin. 

Jacob Fisher, manufacturer of dress trimmings 
at No. 8 Howard-street, made an assigament yes- 
terday to Leopold Bernheimer, giving six prefer- 
ences for $10,634.96, the largest being to Adolph 
Wimpfheimer, $6,629 47; Mrs. Babette Wimpf- 
heimer, $1,485; Morris Toff, $1,200. His liabilities 
are reported at about $20,000, He succeeded Fisher 
& Toff last December. 

A. G. Nicolopulo, a broker and member of the 
Cotton Exchange, gave notice at the Exchange 
yesterday afternoon that he was unableto meet 
his engagements. Mr. Nicolopulo’s place of busi- 
ness is at No. 110 Pearl-street. His liabilities are 
not heavy. He was operating mainly for Southern 
account, and his failure is due to the fact that his 
tustomers did not advance margins.

THE U. 8. FLAG-SHIP TENNESSEE. 
ARRIVAL IN THIS PORT OF THE LARGEST 
AMERICAN WAR VESSEL. 


The United States steamer Tennessee, the 
flag-ship .of the North Atlantic Station, Rear-Ad- 
miral R. H. Wyman, United States Navy, Cem- 
mander-in-Chief, anchored off this port yesterday 
in the North River, foot of West Twenty-third- 
street. The Tennessee, which rates as a No. 1 
steamer, participated in the Groton centennial 
celebration with the United States.steamers Van- 
dalia, Kearsarge, Yantic, Saratoga, Constitution, 
and St. Marys. She has now returned, after a 
cruise to the eastward, for coaland supplies. The 
Yantic and Vandalia have already arrived here, 
and the Kearsarge is now on her way to Philadel- 
phia. On the 25th of September all the vessels are 
to rendezvous in Hampton Roads for preliminary 
drills and exercises, and will then proceed to York- 
town to assist in the centennial ceremonies of the 
surrender, The Tennessee is the largest man-of- 
war afloat now fiving the American flag, and 
although a wooden vessel and lacking in 
many of the latest and most approved mod- 
ern naval appliances of offense and defense, 
it is yet of a type that does not discredit the Govy- 
ernment. She is nearly 5,000 tons in displacement, 
875 feet in length over all, 45 feet breadth of beam, 
31 feet depth of hold and 23 feet extreme draught 
aft. In addition toa saluting battery, she has an 
armament of 16 9-inch Dahlgrens on the gun-deck, 
and four 80-pound breech-loading Parrott rifles, 
and two 8-inch muzzle-loading rifles on the 
spar-deck, together with a supplementary 
battery of field artiliery and Hotchkiss revolving 
cannon; there are four torpedo appliances, and 
the usual stand of magazine and Gatling rifle 
guns. The engines are of the compound type, 
two high-pressure cylinders, 40 inches in diameter, 
and two low-pressure cylinders, with 78-inch diam- 
eters, with a stroke of 40 inches, and an extreme 
steam pressure Of 65 pounds. The screw is four- 
bladed, Navy Department plan; diameter, 19 feet; 
pitch, 31 feet 4 inches, and the engines have devel- 
oped 2,900-horse power at a maximum speed of 14 
knots. There are 10 horizontal tubular boilerg, 
with 20 furnaces,478 feet of grate surface, and a coal- 
carrying capacity in the bunkers of 381tons. The 
ship has now been in commission 20 months, and in 
appearance and discipline appears to be a credit to 
our naval service. The total; complement is 487, 
and below isa list of the officers:

THE MICHIGAN SUFFERERS. 
STEPS TAKEN TO ORGANIZE A RELIEF FUND 
“IN THIS CITY, 


In answer to a call issued by a philanthropic 
gentieman of this City, a number of citizens of 
Michigan now visiting this City, former residents 
of that State, and others whose sympathy had been 
aroused by the reports of the sufferings of the sur- 
vivors of the recent fires there, assembled yester- 
day at No. 229 Broadway, to take initiatory steps in 
a@ movement having for its object the forwarding 
of relief to the etricken people. Among those 
present were Lieut.-Goy. Birney, of Bay City, 
Mich., Minister to Hague, who is now home on 6 


vacation; B. F. Farrington, Vice-President of the 
Merchants and Manufacturers’ Exchange, Detroit; 
Horace Winans, of this City, tormerly of Cold- 
water, Mich.; Charles P. Crosby, of the law firm of 
Daily & Crosby, No. 120 Broadway; C. G. Meisel, 
Port Huron, Mich.; R. 8. Patterson, Port Huron, 
Mich.; T. Cleland, Saginaw, Mich.; D. D. Spaid- 
ing, Jackson, Mich.; C. E,. Bresler, of this City; 
Capt. McKnight, Detroit; H. C., Grant, Grand 
Rapids, Mich.; Jacob Houghton, Houghton, Mich. ; 
Edward Hill, Genesee, Mich.; H. L. Morehouse, 
Secretary of the Baptist Home Mission, New-York;

F. Farrington had been elected temporary Chair- 
man, a permanent organization was effected 
by electing ©. P, Crosby President, James 
S. McDonald Secretary, T. Cleland Assist- 
ant Secretary, and illiam Dowd  Presi- 
dent of the Bank of North America, 
Treasurer. Judge Birney then addressed the meet- 
ing. telling of the ravages caused by the fire. He 
said he had left Bay City on Sunday, and that the 
smoke and heatfrom the burning district were 
hanging over the city like a pall, rendering it ex- 
tremely oppressive, and that unless rain fell very 
soon and quenched the flames the destruction to 
life and property would besimply appalling. In- 
deed, in some places the smoke was so dense that 
the lamps were brought into requisition at midday. 
He said the fires of 1871 were not to pe compared 
to this conflagration, asin 1871 the fires confined 
themselves principaily to the woods, while now 
the fiames have invaded the boundaries of 
civilization, sweeping away whole villages 
and towns, The condition of the peo- 
ple cannot be imagined. Most of them 
are new settlers, who put their all into 
their farms, and now at one fell swoop they are 4 - 
prived of shelter, of clothing, and, worse than dil, 
of food. He added that the newspaper reports are 
but meagre descriptions of the terrible havoc com- 
mitted, and that when the tull account will be 
known the number of those who have perished 
will be counted by the thousand and not the hun- 
dred. He ended by saying that the suffering peo- 
ple would be glad to know that the people of this 
City remembered them in their hour of affliction, 
and would be grateful for any help, and that 
whatever relief would be sent could not be for- 
warded too quickly. 

A committee, composed of Messrs. Morehouse, 
Hill & Winans, was appointed to draft an appeal to 
the people. After deliberation, the committee made 
the following report, which was adopted: 

An appalling calamity has befallen Michigan, Furi- 
ous forest fires have devastated the newer eettlements 
in the north-eastern part of the Stete, sweeping away 
homes and ali personal property of thousands, while 
it is estimated that about 600 persons have perished 
in the conflagration. The survivors are confronted 
by an approaching Winter, and are destitate of 
patho em Money is the great want—money 
wherewit. to purchase the necessaries of life. 
Clothing, dry goods, bedding, &c,, are greatly 
needed. Will not New-York City and vicinity 
respond with at least 810.000 in money and generous 
contributions of supplies? The Hon. William Dowd, 
President of the Bank of North America, No. 44 Wall- 
street, has been designated as Treasurer, to whom 
money should be paid. ‘The disbursement of money 
and eee will be under the direction of the officers 
of the Relief Committee, who will co-overate with 
committees of leading citizens in Detroit and Port 
Huron, Mich., associated with others inthe stricken 
districts. Prompt and generous action for the relief 
of these suffering thousands Is the vali of the hour.

THE CASE OF REBELLO. 
ARGUMENTS OF COUNSEL CLOSED BEFORE 


COMMISSIONER OSBORN, 


United States Commissioner Osborn sat 


again yesterday in one of the court-rooms of the 
Federal Building to hear the closing arguments of 
counsel engaged in the extradition proceedings 
against Vincenzo Rebello, who the Italian Govern- 
ment claims is Esposito, alias Randazza, the no- 
torious Sicillan brigand. Ex-Judge Shipman, of 


the prisoner's counsel, concluded the argument 


begun by him early in the week. He claimed that 
many of the documents submitted by the prosecu- 
tion were irregular; that all the testimony as to 
the alleged criminality of the man wanted by the 
Italian Government should be stricken out, and 
that if there existed any reasonable doubt in the 
mind of the Commissioner as to the identifica- 
tion, it should justify him in sending the 
pa back to New-Orleans, where he was 
nown as a reputable citizen. Mr, Coudert, in his 
summing up for the prosecution, confined his re- 
marks almost exclusively to two points, one as to 
the identification of Rebello with the brigand, and 
the other as to whether he had com- 
mitted any extraditable crime. The strong- 
est point made with reference to the ques- 
tion of identification was that if Rebello 
were not the Randazza who escaped from Palermo 
in September, 1878, and if he wasa Sicilian who 
went to New-Orleans at an anterior date, then he 
should be able to show by written proof the day he 
sailed, the name of the ship he came on, and the 
hotel or lodging he had stopped at on his arrival. 
Not one line of direet testimony on those points, 
Mr. Coudert claimed, had been presented in behalf 
of the prisoner. To prove there was good cause to 
believe that the accused had committed an extra- 
ditable crime, counsel referred to the attempted 
murder of Mr, Rose, the London banker, by Ran- 
dazza, and also to the murder of Sausonié, his 
former employer. The testimony as to Randazza’s 
eonnection with the latter deed had been furnished 
by three persons who were present when it was 
committed. Commissioner Osborn will render his 
decision on Wednesday afternoon.

ELEVATED RAILWAY FARES. 
THE QUESTION OF AN INCREASE TO BK OF- 
FICIALLY CONSIDERED. 


Mr. Cyrus W. Field sent to receiver Hopkins, 
of the Manhattan Railway Company, yesterday, a 
reply to the letter of Mr. Hopkins, lately published, 
in which the latter gentleman asks to be advised as 
to whether he ought to advance the elevated rail- 
way fares to the full legal limit in order to enable 
the roads to pay expenses. In the letter Mr. Field 
says: ‘Ihave the honor to acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of your communication of the 5th inst. to 
Russell Sage, as President of the Metropolitan Ele- 
vated Railway Company, and to me as Presi- 
dent of the New-York Elevated Rail- 
road Company, inclosing letters of the 
same date addressed to ete by = Mr. 
Gallaway, President of the Manhattan Railway 
Company. In your letter you say: ‘I will have to 
ask that you will advise me whether, under the 
circumstances, it would be. in your opinion, ajudi- 
cious plan toadvance the fares to full legal rates.’ 
The suit of the New-York Elevated Railroad Com- 
pany to recover its property is to be tried before 
Judge Westbrook, at Kingston, on Wednesday, 
Sept. 14, and I have no doubt of the result. In the 
meantime it is for the Receivers and the court to 
= in what manner the railway shall be managed. 
When we recover possession of our property I 
shall immediately call the Directors of the New- 
York Elevated Railroad Company together, and 
Se consider what is the best course to 
adopt.

HANNIBAL AND ST. JOSEPH STOCK. 
A DEMAND ON THE DIRECTORS TO ISSUE 
COMMON STOCK FOR BONDS, 

The struggle of the “bulls” and “ bears” in 
Wall-street over the corner in Hannibal and St. 
Joseph Railroad stock has already been taken into 
the courts, Yesterday Messrs. Dillon and Swayne, 
as counsel for Henry R. Wilson, a bondholder of 
the railroad company, appeared before Judge 
Donohue in the Supreme Court and applied for an 
order to compel the Directors of the Hannibal and 
8t. Joseph Railroad to issue common stock to him 
in exchange for 20 one-thousand-dollar convertible 
8 per cent. bonds of the company. In his 
petition Mr. Wilson says he is the owner 
of these 20 bonds, and that a state of 
affairs has arisen which makes it desirable for 
him to exchange his bonds or convert them into 
the common stock of the company, said stock 
having at this time a largely increased artificial 


value, that it is not alone to the irterest of him- 
self as a bondholder to have such exchange made, 
but it is also to the interest of the company to issue 
stock in exchange, for the reason that the 
bonds require the company to pay, and it does 
pav, interest at 8 per cent. per annum, while the 
company has never been known to pay more than 
2 percent. onits stock perannum. He avers that 
corrupt and improper motives and influences have 
been combined to control the Directors of the com- 
pany to prevent the conversion of bonds into stock, 
that they have set themselves up as private indi- 
viduals, and are acting in their private and per- 
sonal interest in withholding such issue, and are 
acting in collusion and conspiracy with certain 
outside parties for such purpose. 

Judge Donobue granted an order requiring the 
company, by its Directors, to show cause at Cham- 
bers, at 10 o’clock this morning, why a writ of 
mandamus should not issue tocompel them to con- 
vert the petitioner’s-bonds into stock. 

A Director of the Hannibal and St. Joseph Com- 
pany said yesterday that a meeting of the Direc- 
tors of that company was beld June 2, 1881, at which 
President Dowd, a majority of the Directors, and 
the counsel of the company, were present. Atthat 
meeting the question of issuing additional stock 
was discussed. Mr. Russell Sage, who was also 
present, offered a resolution authorizing the Presi- 
dent to issue stock on any Ist day of March 
or any ist day of September, such stock to 
be issued in conversion of the full 
$8,000,000 of the convertible bonded debt, 
and it was adopted. The company’s counsel had 
previously examined the question of the power of 
the company under its charter to make such issue, 
and had declared affirmatively, the charter being 
very broad and liberal in its provisions. President 
Dowd at that meeting said he would issue 
the stock when it reached par in the market, 
the price at that time being about 83. It was 
next suggested that the action of the 
board in directing this issue should not be entered 
on the minutes of the proceedings of the board, in 
order that it might not be made public and thus 
induce undue speculation in the stock. A few 
days since, this Director says, he  ex- 
amined the record of that meeting and 
found no entry of Mr. Sage’s resolution, but 
he, nevertheless, distinctly remembers that the 
resolution was offered and adopted. The recent 
action of Mr. Dowd, in not issuing the stock when 
its price was as high as 200, clearly shows that 
something has gone amiss. If Mr. Dowd has no 
authority, as he claims, to issue this stock, he, 
nevertheless, has had three days in which to calla 
meeting of the Directors and ask for the authority 
from them, but he has not done so. 

The price of the stock ranged from 190 to 200 
yesterday on the Exchange. The fact came vut 
yesterday that a Mr. Guggehheim, member of the 
firm of Guggenheim & Pulaski, of Philadelphia, 
about a year ago bought 2,000 shares 
of “Hannibal and St. Jo.” as an investment 
at 42. When the stock bounced up from 96% to 
30 on Tuesday last he telegraphed to his brokers 
in this City to sell for him his 2,000 shares at that 
price, and they sold itfor him. Mr. Guggenheim 
made over $180,000 on his investment.

ANINTEMPERATE WOMAN’ SDEATH 
A SUPPOSED SUICIDE, BUT POSSIBLY A MUR- 
DER. 
Thomas Quinlan, a ’longshoreman, living in 
the tenement-house No. 78 Watts-street, went to 
the Leonard-street Police station yesterday and 
informed Sergt. Doran, who was in command, that 
his wife, Julia, aged 45, had died suddenly during 
the night, and that he had found her lying dead on 
the floor of their apartments. The case was re- 
garded by the Police as one of ordinary nature, 
and it was not until a rumor reached the station- 
house that the woman had not died a natural 
death that any action was taken. MJRounds- 
man Stoddard was sent to make 
investigation, and found the woman lying 
dead on the floor, with her head resting 
onalounge. This was the position in which Quin- 
lan said that he found his wife,and he had not 
touched the body or attempted to disturb it after 
he found thatshe was dead. On examination the 
officer found a string tied tightly about the 
woman’s throat, and it was evident that she had 
been strangled to death. The Police thought that 
the woman had committed suicide, but asa pre- 
cautionary measure Quinlan was detained at the 
tation. house for examination by the Coroner, who 
had been summoned to make an investigation. 
Coroner Ellinger and his Deputy, Dr. Leopold 
Goldschmiedt, made a partial investigation 
yesterday afternoon. Quinlan said that his 
wife was an industrious and good woman, 
but was of extremely intemperate habits. For 
nearly & month past, although sober during the 
day, she was drunk every nigbt, and he was willing 
to make an affidavit that she had not gone to bed 
sober one night in threes weeks. When drunk she 
would frequently threaten to abandon her home, 
and also to take her own life. On Thursday night 
she was drunk, as usual, when they went to bed at 
about 11 o’clock. Quinlan says that he got up at 4 
o’clock to get a drink of water, and then saw his 
wife lying on the floor with her head resting on the 
lounge. He supposed that she had left the bed on 
account of the heat, as she had frequently done 
during the hot nights, and he did not disturb her, 
When he got up at 6 o0’clock to go to work he no- 
ticed that she was in the same position, and on at- 
tempting to arouse her found that she was dead. 
Dr. Goldschmiedt made an examination of the re- 
mains and founda large discolored bruise over the 
lefteye. The string around the woman's throat 
was unloosened with much difficulty, so tightly 
wasitbouad. It provedto be a piece of calico 
torn from her apron, which had been passed 
twice around her throat and tied in a com- 
mon knot in front. So tightly was it drawn 
that it left a broad, deep mark in the flesh. All 
the indications were that Mrs. Quinlan had com- 
mitted suicide, but the Deputy Coroner thought it 
impossible for her to have tied the strip of calico 
about her neck herself, and he was lied, therefore, 
to suspect that she may have met her death at the 
hands of her husband. Coroner Ellinger, there- 
fore, ordered Quinlan to be detained to await the 
result of a further investigation. The aecused 
bears ar excellent reputation in the neighborhood. 
He had been married 10 years, and the only child 
of the couple is a bright girl about 6 years old. 
The body of the dead woman was removed to the 
Morcue, where an autopsy will be made. Mean- 
while Quinlan was committed to the Tombs.

THE LATE JUDGE CAMPBELL. 
WHAT HE THOUGHT OF THE VALUE OF UP- 


TOWN PROPERTY 40 YEARS AGO. 


An old friend’ of the late Judge W. W. 
Campbell relates the following anecdote, which is 
well worth the telling. Judge Campbell and the 
late John P. Bixby were feliow law students and 
quite intimate frionds. [n 1835 or 18386 Mr. Bixby 
purchased a plot of land then well out of the City, 
a portion of which has recently been leased from 
his heirs asa site for the new Union League Club- 
house. Mr. Bixby was able to meet all ne- 
cessary payments save the last, of $1,500, 
which fell due in 1837 or 1838. He 
cast about among his acquaintances, but failed to 
obtain the necessary amount. The property was 
in process of foreclosure, and it seemed to Mr. 
Bixby that he must not only lose a property he 
had hoped to hold until his old age, but all 
he had paid upon it. Then he thought of Mr. 
Campbell, who was spending his Summer vacation 
in Cherry Valley. To him he wrote, stat- 
ing the existing Circumstances, and asked 
for assistance in his extremity. Mr. Camp- 
bell returned to the City within a 
fortnight of the receipt of the letter. The two 
rode out by way of the old Bloomingdale road to 
where the property was situated, in what was 
then comparatively a wilderness. Their horse 
was hitched to a tree standing by the roadside, and 
the two clambered over a pile of rocks abutting on 
what is now Fifth-avenue and between East Thir- 
ty-ninth and East Fortieth streets. Mr. Bixby said 
he watched carefully the face of his triend, and 
his heart sank within him, for he could 
see no indications there that Mr. Camp- 
bell would assist him. Mr. Campbell declined an 
invitation to go over the property toward Madison- 
avenue. Silently the pair strolled back to their 
team, and not a word was exchanged until they 
were once more well on their way down the Bloom- 
inzdale road, bound for the City. Then Mr. Camp- 
bell spoke in this way: ‘* Well, John, you shall 
have the money, but it must be given in exchange 
for your own note. Don’t ask me to take as secu- 
rity for the loan‘a’mortgage on that pile of rock, 
that will never be worth what you have paid for 
it.”

CHARGED WITH EMBEZZLEMENT. 
—_—_>———_—- 
THH SECOND EXAMINATION OF SECRETARY 
STUART, OF BROOKLYN, 

Justice Fisher commenced yesterday, in his 
court-room in Greene-avenue, Brooklyn, the ex- 
amination of George A. W. Stuart, ex-Seeretary of 
the Brooklyn Board of Education, who is charged 
with having embezzled $107,597 50 of the Educa- 
tional Board's funds since Sept. 1, 1876. Assistant 
District Attorney Backus asked an adjournment 
of the case in behalf of the prosecution, urging as 
one reason the absence of District Attorney Cat- 
lin, who was expected to conduct the case in per- 
son, This was opposed by Mr. J. Wernberg, the 
Cefendant’s counsel, with the remark that the de- 
fense was ready to proceed then and there. 
Criminal proceedings had come to 2 pretty pase in 
Kings. County, he said, when a man could be ar- 
rested on one charge, be honorably discharged, 
rearrested on another and more important accu- 
sation, and then be put off again and again before 
having an opportunity to defend himself. Justice 
Fisher decided that the examination should proceed, 


and the Assistant Secretary of the Educational 
Board, Mr. Thomas H. Wilson, was called as the 
first witness. He testified that he had held his 
resent position for the past 10 years. At a meet- 
ng of the Finance Committee of the board on the 
24th of March, 1879, it was resolved that the moneys 
received by the depot clerks for the sale of books 
and supplies be deposited as follows: That from 
Mr. White, the clerk of the Williamsburg depot, 
in the First National Bank; that from Mr. 
Clark, the clerk of the Red MHook-lane 
depot, in the hands of the then  Secre- 
tary (Mr. Stuart) or the Assistant Secretary, 
whenever the sums thus collected by the depot 
clerks amounted to $250. With regard to the bogus 
warrants drawn in favor of C. A. Sheldon & Co. 
and W. H. Pratt & Co., the witness declared that 
he himself had nothing to do with them, either in 
drawing them or in the handling them when they 
took the usual course in being cashed. Mr. Wilson 
described the usual course of bills presented 
to the board for payment. They were first, 
he said, presented to the board by the local com- 
mittee and then referred to the Finance 
Committee. If that committee approved them, 
warrants for their payment were drawn and a rec- 
ord of them was made in the second column of the 
auditing-book. The witness made the entries after 
the reference of the bills to the Finance Commit- 
tee. The bills thus entered were not the original 
invoices that came with the goods, but were item- 
ized statements. The Finance Committee made 
up its reports monthly and yearly, and the witness 
wasinthe habit of drawing up the monthly re- 
ports, using the auditing-book. Sometimes bills 
were signed by the Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee before they were presented to the commit- 
tee. He did not know whether any authority for 
such an act had ever been given to the Chairman 
of that committee. He did not know who made 
up the annual report. In fact, there was no annual 
report for the year 1880. 

The annual report of the committee for 1879 was 
here presented, and the witness testified that it was 
in the handwriting of Mr. Stuart, but that the 
signatures to it were in the handwritings 
of James Murphy, the Chairman, and of 
the other members of the committee. The 
item of $52,387 86 was contained in this 
report, and represented the amount of money re- 
ceived from the sale of books, and out of it war- 
rants and bills had been cashed from time to time. 
So far as the witness knew the firms of C. A. Shel- 
don & Co., W. H. Pratt & Co., and E. R. Paton, in 
whose favor warrants had been found, were bogus. 
The board had never had any dealings with firms 
of these titles. The further examination of the 
witness was postponed until 1:30 P. M. on Monday, 
to which time the hearing of the whole case was 


adjourned,

THE BUTTERMILK HILL TRAGEDY. 


PATRICK COLEMAN CHARGED WITH THE 
MURDER BY THE CORONER’S JURY. 

Coroner Frank Schirmer, of White Plains, 
concluded the inquest yesterday in the case of Jo- 
seph S. Baldwin, who was murdered at Buttermilk 
Hill, near Unionville Station, Westchester County, 
on Wednesday, Aug. 31. Patrick Coleman, Bald- 
win’s employer, had said that two negroes had 
clubbed the man to death, but doubts havingarisen 
as to the truth of Coleman’s story, he was placed 
under arrest by the Coroner, and has since that day 
been confined in White Plains Jail. The jury met 
yesterday in Thorne’s Hall, at Pleasantville. Dis- 
trict-Attorney Nelson H. Baker and Lawyer Wil- 
liam Romer were present to assist the Coroner, 
and Francis Larkin, of Sing Sing, appeared for 
Coleman. Asthe prisoner, by advice of counsel, 
had refused to be sworn, he was not taken to the 
inquest yesterday. 

Mr. Clinton Hammond was recalled, and told the 
story of how Coleman on the morning of the mur- 
der had told him that two negroes had killed Bald- 
win on Buttermilk Hill with heavy clubs, and how 
they had decamped when Coleman approached 
them. Mrs. Julia E. Baldwin, widow of the mur- 
dered man, was the next witness called. She said 
that her husband and Mr. Coleman had had a littie 
difficulty last March over rent due to the latter, 
and he told Baldwin he ‘“‘ must settle up or move 
out.”” Her husband subsequently offered the rent 
to Coleman, who retused it, and it never was paid. 
She thought the amount in dispute was $3. 
The murdered man was in the habit of getting up 
about 6 o’clock in the morning and eating his 
breakfast at 6. Onthe morning be was murdered 
he left the house at 6:30 o’clock to milk a cow they 
leased from Coleman, and after doing that placed 
the pail of milk in aspring of water on the hill, 
where it was subsequently found. It was between 
9:30 and 10 o’clock that Mrs. See’s little boy came 
to her house and informed her of what had hap- 
pened to her husband. Her husband’s body was 
brought to her house at about 40’clock on that 
Wednesday afternoon. She did not see Coleman 
until the next morning, when he brought the pail 
of milk to her fromthe spring. She asked himif 
he would not like to see Baldwin’s corpse. He said 
‘“*No!”? and acted very queer, she thought, as 
though he were dizzy and were about to fall. At 
her suggestion he took a chair and shortly after- 
ward went away. The witness knew at that time 
that he was suspected of having murdered her hus- 
band, and on that account noticed his actions more 
closely than she might otherwise have done, 

Dr. Henry G. De Hart testified that he found 
ugly, jagged wounds over the left eye and back of 
the left ear, as if made with a blunt instrument. 
In the latter wound he found several splinters of 
wood. The wound on the right side of the head 
just back of ear had been made probably Le @ the 
axe-handle, and was the one,in all probability, 
that caused his death. His opinion was that the 
blow had been given from behind. He found five 
fragments of bone in the back of the head. 

The case was then given to the jury, who, after 
a brief consultation, returned with a verdict in 
which seven of them charge Patrick Coleman with 
having commitied the murder, and two charge him 
with criminal responsibility. He will therefore re- 
main committed in White Plains Jail until the 
Grand Jury disposes of his case.

ANOTHER DEMAND FOR TAXES. 


THE CONTROLLER WANTS THE NEW-YORE 
ELEVATED ROAD TO PAY UP. 

A demand has been made by the Controller 
of this City in writing on the New-York Elevated 
Railroad Company for the payment of an addi- 
tionaisum of $49,604 &2 for taxes for the year 1880, up 
to July 14, this year. The act under which the 
company was created provides for the payment 
into the City Treasury by the railroad com- 
pany of 65 per cent. of its met earnings, 
to be paid quarterly, and in consideration 
of this payment it is provided that the sums so 
paid shall be exvended for the improvement and 
repairing of the streets through which the road 
runs. Heretofore, the statement of the net earn- 
ings of the New-York Elevated Railroad has been 
made by the Manhattan Railway Company as les- 
sees, and the Controller has accepted those state- 
ments as correct. He has, however, always given 
receipts for these moneys as paid *‘on account” of 
the tax. The amount paid by the Manhattan Com- 
pany up to Juiy 14, the date when the Receivers 
took charge, was $84,389 28 on account of the New- 
York Elevated Railroad earnings. The Controller 
now finds from an inspection of the reports lately 
filed by the Receivers of the New-York Company’s 
earnings that the 5 per cent. tax thereon amounts 
to $133,994 10, and he therefore demands the pay- 
ment of the additional sum above designated— 
$49,504 82. The Receivers. Messrs. Dillon and Hop- 
kins, have the matter under consideration.
